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U.S. agrees to buy 

more Israeli arms

'WASHINGTON. - The Pentagon 
has agreed to go ahead with a signifi- 
cant purchase of additional Israeli- 
■< made military equipment, authorita- 
tive U.S. officials said yesterday, 
f \ Visiting Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin is expected to make an 
■ announcement to this effect today 
' shortly after his scheduled meeting 
N with President Reagan at the White 
House. 

»Reagao, for his part, is expected 
to announce that the administration 
will increase military assistance to 
Israel this year to $1.8 billion - as 
..opposed to the $1.4b. in last year's 
0 appropriation. 

Israel had sought $2. 2b. in milit- 
ary grants, but has agreed to accept 
the lower administration figure. 

Israeli officials have assured the 
administration that they will not ask 
their friends on Capitol H£U to push 
fqr any further military increases 
during the upcoming congressional 
review of the proposed budget. 
There was a similar agreement last 
year. 

.Rabin’s visit to Washington, 
which winds up today clearly under- 
scored the very good’ state of current 
American-Israeli relations. 

.Thus, Israeli officials were de- 
lighted to learn that the Pentagon 
will become more receptive to a 


sizeable increase in Israeli military 
sales to U.S. armed forces. 

Among the additional equipment 
likely to be sold by Israel are pilot- 
less reconnaissance aircraft, mor- 
tars, other types of ammunition and 
all sorts of other hardware. 

“We're talking about several hun- 
dred million dollars in Israeli exports 
to the Pentagon,” a well-placed 
• American source said. 

But there were' still some serious 
bilateral U.S.-Israeli problems 
which were apparently not com- 
pletely resolved during the Rabin 
visit. 

The administration, for example, 
is for the time being unlikely to 
increase economic assistance in the *| 
1986 fiscal year budget beyond the 
SI. 2b. level appropriated last year. 

Indeed, Reagan, in his early 
February budget message to Con- 
gress, is not even expected to include 
any specific sum of economic aid for 
Israel - leaving that line in the 
budget open with an “asterisk” ex- 
plaining that the final sum will de- 
pend on progress in implementing 
Israel's austerity programme. 

The administration's strategy is 
clearly to use the aid as leverage in 
pushing for increased budget cuts 
and other forms of economic reform. 

This tough posture, however, is 
running into some opposition in

Weizman: Ministries 
to handle Arab affairs

: Minister without Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman said last night that the 
object of abolishing the office of 
adviser to die prime minister on 
Arab affairs is to deal with the needs 
of all citizens on an equal basis. 

Weizman was winding up a debate 
in the Knesset on rbe subject, initi- 
ated by Amid Nasser e-Din (Likud^ 
Herat), who objects to Weizman’s 
rerant dismissal of adviser Binyaznin 
Gur-Arye. 


Nasser e-Din said he would like to 
see a ministry for Arab affairs, 
headed by an Arab. But the office of 
adviser should be retained until that 
happens. It had done excellent work 
down the years. 

Weizman said Arab affairs will 
now Be dealt with directly, by the 
ministries, and he also p lans to set up 
a number of inter-ministerial com- 
mittees. 

. . He himself would be the general 
coordinator, he said, “and I may

Stock market slide 
takes 428 shares down

TEL AVIV. - The stock market 
continued its nose-dive yesterday, 
and there are strong indications that 
the downward slide will continue 
today, and that the market may only 
begin to calm down tomorrow, or 
early next week. 


Financial circles, which only two 
. 3 ays ago were terming the collapse a 
’ ^mini-crash,'' have now renamed it a 
- “maxi-crash saying it bears all the 
[ .trademarks of the October 1983 
Z -crash, when the shares prices drop- 
ped by a third. 

Some 428 shares fell in price 
-yesterday, and 226 of these were 
.“sellers only." About 140 of these 
'shares - including such solid ones as 
Discount Investment and Clal Indus- 
tries - were "sellers only” for the 
second consecutive day; today they 
c&n fall by an unlimited amount, and 
some of them will probably take a 
nose-dive. 

;■ Only eight shares rose in price 
yesterday, and only one of these - 
. Electro Corporation - rose by as 
| much as 5 per cent. 

Although the general public is not 
currently invested to any great ex- 
tent in the market, it has invested in 


mutual funds, and it is selling its 
shares in these funds. 

Thus these mutual funds, in turn, 
are being forced to sell their shares, 
contributing heavily to the selling 
wave. A few mixed mutual funds, 
however, are evidently selling only 
arrangement shares and index- 
linked bonds, and are using the 
funds thus accumulated to pick up 
bargains on the market. 

The collapse is still associated with 
David Balas, the Tel Aviv business- 
man known to have considerable 
holdings on the market. But Balas 
yesterday denied that be had not 
sold anything in the past few days. 
(See story Page 2) 

Most financial sources believe that 
Balas' role was more that of a 
catalyst. After a normal wave of 
profit-taking had started early in the 
week, reports that he was in financial 
difficulties simply accelerated the 
process. 

The selling wave spared neither 
the arrangement shares nor the 
index-linked bonds yesterday. Both 
fell in price, the arrangement shares 
quite heavily. 

Financial advisers cautioned the 
public against “selling hurriedly and 
regretting at leisure.” 


Former West German chancellor 
and head of the Social Democratic 
Party Willy Brandt arrived at Ben- 
Gurion Aiiport yesterday for a five- 
day visit and was welcomed by Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres. 

During bis visit Brandt is to meet 
Vice-Premier and Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir, Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar 
and Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij. 
He is to meet Peres again later in the 
week. He will also meet a delegation 
from Mapam . He is here as a guest of 
the Labour Party. 

Peres told Brandt be was welcom- 
ing him as “a great leader” and as 
“both a great friend of the country 
and a great personal friend.” Peres is 
presently vice-president of the 
Socialist International, of which 
Brandt is president. 

Brandt today is to take part in the 
dedication of a forest in his -name 
near the Golani junction, outside 
Tiberias, on the occasion of his 70th 
birthday. 

Replying to a reporter’s question, 
Brandt said that the declarations of 
the Greens Party delegation on a 


recent visit to Israel should not be 
taken too seriously. Only last week, 
he said, a meeting was held in Ger- 
many between the party's leaders 
and a delegation from Israel. A 
completely different picture 
emerged from that meeting, he said. 

Regarding the return of the Nazi 
war criminal former SS major Wal- 
ter Reder by Italy to Aiistria last 
week, Brandt said the affair “sad- 
dened” him. “Austria already has a 
big quarrel about this so why should 
I add to it?” he said. Apparently. 
Brandt said, the Austrians wanted to 
have Reder returned without raising 
too much public attention, bift things 
didn't work according to plan. 

In 1973 Brandt became the first 
West German chancellor to visit 
Israel. That trip, although periodi- 
cally marred by anti-German protes- 
tors, was hailed as a breakthrough in 
the attempt to balance political reali- 
ties with remembrances of Ger- 
many's Nari past. 

West German Ambassador Niels 
Hansen last night hosted a reception 
for Brandt, which was attended by 
Peres. (Itim) 


IDF to bio w up tunnels used 
by terrorists in Lebanon

. The IDF yesterday finished blow- 
ing up most of its bunkers and posi- 
tions along the Awali River. 


It is now concentrating on eva- 
cuating heavy equipment from its 
main camps near the Zaharani Riv- 
er. Most of the heavy equipment 
from the Sidon area has already been 
removed. 

Most of the soldiers are living in 
tents or abandoned buildings. 

A Katyusha rocket was fired early 
yesterday morning at an IDF post in 
Ruman village in the central sector. 

- No one was hurt and there was no 
damage. 


Aides of 
Peres and 
Shamir spar 
overTaba

Officials at the Foreign Ministry 
continued to squabble yesterday 
with officials of the Prime Minister's 
Office, indicating that the two top 
men in the cabinet. Premier Shimon 
Peres and Vice-Premier (and Fore- 
ign Minister) Yitzhak Shamir are not 
always ploughing a steady furrow. 

In an attempt to play down the 
friction, Peres media adviser Uri 
Savir told The Jerusalem Post: “AU 
the instructions given to our delega- 
tion at the Taba talks in Beersheba 
with the Egyptians were fully coor- 
dinated between the premier, the 
vice-premier and Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin.’* 

This was a reaction to a denial 
from Shamir's spokesman to a state- 
ment by Peres’ political adviser Nim- 
rod Novik to the effect that Peres 
had instructed the Israeli delegation 
to show flexibility in line with de- 
velopments in the talks, which ended 
yesterday evening. 

Shamir's office did not want to 
leave the impression that Peres was 
encroaching on Shamir's bailiwick. 

In fact. The Post learns from its 
own sources that the delegation 
members had prior instructions, 
coordinated between Peres, Shamir 
and Rabin, to play it by ear, and 
modify their position papers after 
each session in the light of what the 
Egyptian delegation was saying. 

Savir declined to react yesterday 
to an ultra-hawkish interview which 
Binyamin Netanyahu, Israel's 
ambassador to the UN gave the New 
York Post. 

However, one official who served 
lately in New York and knows the 
media scene there, reminded The 
Post that if Netanyahu could be 
considered a Herat party stalwart, 
then the newspaper could be consi- 
dered well to the right of Herat to 
stan with, on Israeli and other 
issues. 

"We are not going to survive if we 
get out of that territory, we’ll die.” 
Netanyahu said, referring to the 
West Bank. “There are now 10,000 
tanks on our eastern border, and you 
have in all of Nato 11,000 tanks. We 
have the combined power of Nato at 
our doorstep within spitting distance 
of our population. 

“What you have is an unrealistic 
call for Israel to commit suicide, and 
we are not about to accommodate." 

In 1948 we were 600,000 people, 
clinging to the edge of the seashore. 
Of course, everyone had to attack, 
but after the territories were cap- 
tured in '67. Jordan’s King Hussein 
couldn't attack us again. He had to 
cross the Jordan River, and climb up 
those mountain roads. Israel's reten- 
tion of those areas is described as an 
obstacle to peaoe. I would argue 
exactly the opposite - it’s been an 
obstacle to war. Anyone who argues 
that Israel should relinquish that 
territory or make concessions to the 
PLO in that territory is not pursuing 
peace - he is in fact pursuing war,” 
he said. 


Karameh still against Unifil north of Litani

opposition to the deployment of 
Unifil forces north of the Utani 
River. 

The only place for Unifil would be 
along the border between Israel and 
Lebanon, Karameh told reporters in 
Damascus before a three-hour meet- 
ing with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad.

The monetary twilight zone 






’ The sudden collapse of the stock 
market has centred, rightly or 
wrongly, on the hitherto little- 
known figure of David Balas. But 
Balas' real stamping-ground was not 
the buying and selling of shares but 
his activities on the grey market. 

The grey market is less known to 
■most people than its more famous 
.cousin, the black market. It refers to 
the non-bank credit market, in other 
words the market for borrowing and 
leading of money without recourse 
to the commercial banking system. 

.. Unlike the black market, the grey 
market is the province of corpora- 
tions arid wealthy individuals, not of 
■every Tom, Dick and Hany with a 
few shekels to spare. It is a system of 
matching the holders of excess 11- 
'quidity. with those in need of funds, 
-usually for very short periods and 
rarely for more than one or two 
months. 

■* Again unlike the black market, 
the currency used in the grey market 
is shekels, not dollars. The borrow- 
ing and lending of such money is not 
Tpegal, per se, as is. the buying and 
selling done in the black market. 

For. ail these reasons, the grey 


market is clearly not black. But it is 
not white either. 

Since it operates outside the pur- 
view of the Bank of Israel and its 
regulations, it has no constraints, no 
liquidity requirements that force the 
borrower to hold a given percentage 
of the deposits he receives as re- 
serves in the central bank. Lenders 
can also charge interest rates in line 
with what the market will bear, with- 
out regard to government monetary 
. policy or other considerations. 

The grey market, therefore, gets 
its name from its area of activity - 
that twilight zone between the legiti- 
mate and regulated activity of the 
commercial banks, and the outright 
illegality of currency transactions 
and illicit capital transfers. 

Who uses the grey market? The 
answer to this varies, depending on 
the circumstances in the competing 
markets and the economy generally. 
In principle, companies both large 
and small, non-profit organizations 
and those well-heeled persons seek- 
ing a higher return than the banks 
can give, all have recourse to it at 
one tune or other. 

The large conglomerates, notably 


Koor and Gal, long ago set up their 
own internal clearing houses, where- 
by they matched off member com- 
panies in need of money with others 
who had funds/ to lend. This saved 
them all the 1 commissions and 
charges involved in taking bank 
loans, and offered the lenders a 
better yield. 

Insurance companies, pension 
funds and other financial interme- 
diaries with heavy positive cash 
flows, regularly formed their own 
sub-markets, where they used the 
money passing through their hands 
on the way to ultimate investment in 
government bonds to lend out at 
very high rates. Their customers 
were usually legitimate businesses 
which were unable to obtain suffi- 
cient credit from their banks and. 
were ready and willing to pay more 
than the going bank rates for the 
marginal short-term funds they 
periodically needed. 

Thus the grey market always was, 
and still is, a market for marginal 
borrowers and lenders. 

These margins broadened and 
shrank in line with the degree of 
(Coatiangd on Fay 2, CoL 6) 


After the meeting, a Syrian 
spokesman said Assad had repeated 
Syria's support for Lebanon's posi- 
tion, and that Syria stood firm in its 
demand that Israel withdraw from 
South Lebanon "without strings that 
would jeopardize Lebanese 
sovereignty and independence.” 

Karameh also told the newsmen 
that Israel was fomenting “disturb- 
ances and troubles" as it was prepar- 
ing to withdraw. But he said he is 
nevertheless convinced that Israel- 
will proceed with its pullback as 
planned. 

With the repeated veto on a role 
for Unifil in the area Israel is to 
evacuate in - three weeks’ time, it 
remains unclear how either Syria or 
Lebanon intends to keep the peace 
in this highly volatile region after 


Israel leaves. 

Reports from Beirut suggest rhat 
continuing rivalry between Christian 
and Druse militias south of the capit- 
al is holding up the effective deploy- 
ment of the Lebanese Army in the 
area north of Israel's current front- 
line along the Awali River. This 
raises a serious question-mark over 
any role it might play in the Sidon 
area after Israel leaves next month. 

Druse leader Walid Jumblatt was 
also reported to be in Damascus 
yesterday, sparking speculation that 
the Syrians will try again to persuade 
him to cooperate in enabling the 
Lebanese Army to deploy before 
Israel starts its withdrawal. Past 
efforts by Syria to get Jumblatt to 
play along have been only partially 
successful. 


Negotiations may resume in March 

Talks narrow 
differences on 
MFO at Taba

BEERSHEBA. - Israel and Egypt 
said yesterday they wilt continue 
talks on the disputed Taba zone and 
the role of the Multinational Force 
and Observers once it is deployed 
there. But for now. the three days of 
meeting here ended yesterday with- 
out producing a final agreement. 

Delegations from the two coun- 
tries discussed the implementation 
of the April 1982 agreement on the 
solution of remaining boundary 
questions. 

One report which The Jerusalem 
Post could not confirm said that a 
further meeting in mid-March has 
been suggested. It was understood 
that the talks will continue in the 
joint Israel-Egypt military commit- 
tee. 

Meanwhile the status quo in the 
tiny square-kilometre zone south of 
Eilat remains. The MFO is still out- 
side Taba, and Israeli police and 
Border Police are solely responsible 
for law and order inside the zone, 
though no Israeli flag flies there. 

The statement which Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Ehud Gol read 
to reporters at yesterday's session 
said that following the exchange of 
draft proposals the two sides have 
narrowed their differences about the 
role and functions the MFO should 
assume when it enters Taba. 

A draft to be submitted to the 
governments of Egypt and Israel lists 
the points on which agreements have 
been reached as well as the points 
unresolved. 


This draft would consfirute the 
basis for further talks. Gol said, but 
no time or place for them has been 
announced. 

Most likely they will be held in 
Ismailiya in mid-March with the de- 
legations meeting at the Suez Canal 
Authority building. 

During the talks the Egyptian side 
said that the long-range issue of 
sovereignty over Taba should be 
referred to arbitration, under article 
seven of the peace treaty between 
the two countries, since negotiations 
had failed. The Israeli delegation 
responded that a special procedural 
committee should be formed first. 

This committee, the Israeli side 
said, should be charged with decid- 
ing all the details relative to concilia- 
tion or arbitration which were both 
provided for in article seven. 

Israel wants conciliation, not 
arbitration, because in arbitration 
the parries must commit themselves 
in advance to accepting the arbitra- 
tor’s ruling. 

The Israeli delegation renewed its 
call to permit a search for the re- 
mains of 19 Israeli soldiers missing 
since the Y’om Kippur War, and for 
the lost Israel Navy submarine 
Dakar, which went down in the 
eastern Mediterranean with all 
hands in 1968. It voiced recent com- 
plaints about shooting at Israeli plea- 
sure boats near Coral Island south of 
Eilat, and urged a speedy decision 
on the Arab refugees due to be

Ultra-Orthodox, NRP 
clash over Leumi ban

Open conflict between the ultra- 
Orthodox parties and the National 
Religious Party, in the wake of the 
latter’s denunciation of the boycott 
against Bank Leumi called by ultra- 
Orthodox leaders, became apparent 
yesterday. NRP sources called the 
ultra-Orthodox "insane people, 
totally out of their minds ” and their 
actions “worse than things done in 
the Middle Ages." 

This adds a new dimension to the 
struggle raging between ultra- 
Orthodox and secular communities 
over the controversial Ganei Hamat 
Hotel project in Tiberias, which the 
ultra-Orthodox claim is being built 
on ancient Jewish graves. 

Agudat Yisrael and Shas yester- 
day charged the NRP with com- 
promising and desecrating the Holy 
Bible for political motives. These 
parties dismiss the authority of the 
ministerial committee appointed by 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres to deal 
with the affair. Headed by Religious 
Affairs Minister Yosef Burg, the 
committee includes the police, in- 
terior and justice ministers, as well 
as Minister without Portfolio Yigael 
Hurvitz. 


Interior Minister Yitzhak Peretz 
(Shas) intends to bring to the com- 
mittee’s first meeting today evidence 
from the building site in Tiberias, 
including indications of criminal off- 
ences. Shas sources told The Jeru- 
salem Post. 

Burg, who visited the site in pre- 
paration for today’s meeting, 
brought to the Knesset a large pla- 
card posred around Tiberias by 
ultra-Orthodox circles damning 
Tiberias Mayor Yigal Bibi for re- 
portedly denigrating their stand 
against the construction. 

~ Backed by their councils of Tora 
sages and leaders from abroad, the 
ultra-Orthodox communities de- 
clared a boycott on Bank Leumi - 
whose subsidiary, the Africa-Israel 
Investment Company, is building 
the hotel - ordering their members 
to withdraw all their ftinds from the 
bank. 

They claim the company building 
the hotel violated the agreement 
reached a year and a half ago with 
the chief rabbinate specifying reg- 
ulations formulated to prevent sac- 
rilege in the hotel's construction. 
Since then, the company invested an 
additional SI .5 million 'in special air

No major investment in new IDF line

TEL AVIV. - The defence estab- 
lishment is not planning any signifi- 
cant investment to protea the line to 
which the Israel Defence Forces will 
withdraw on February IS, but it may 
invest in renewing the electronic 
fence along the border and impro- 
ving shelters in the northern settle- 
ments. 

In an interview with the IDFs 
weekly, Bamahane. the OC en- 
gineering corps Tat-Aluf (Brigadier- 
General) Yehuda Cohen said he 
expected only rudimentary arrange- 


ments at the new line because it is 
supposed to be held only temporari- 
ly- 

Some of the corps' soldiers dis- 
mantling the line had built the posi- 
tions two years ago. They are using 
leased civilian mechanical equip- 
ment. Private contractors and reser- 
vists have not been assigned to the 
work because the army wanted to 
save money. 

Dozens of prisoners, from various 
IDF detention camps have been 
helping dismantle the installations, 
the magazine reported. 


Beduin hospitality and demands greet Peres

yesterday made a rare visit to a 
Beduin town, village and tent. 

Accompanied by Minister without 
Portfolio Ezer Weizman, whom 
Peres has assigned the job of coordi- 
nating government activities in the 


Israel and praised Israel's Beduin as 
“people who have proved their 
loyalty to both war and peace." 

’in Rabat, a 10-year-old settlement 
that has 20,000 residents - 70 per 
cent of them under age IS - Peres 
visited three schools, attended a 
ceremonial session of local council 
(which the Interior Ministry 
appointed four years ago and which 
many of the young men of Rahat 
want replaced with an elected coun- 


Arab sector, the prime minister heli- ril), and pleased his hosts by describ- 
coptered around the Negev, meeting- ing what is officially called a village, 


Beduin citizens. 

It was also the first visit by a 
premier to an Arab community since 
Yitzhak Rabin's premiership, and at 
every stop that fact alone guaranteed 
warm welcomes. 

Never more than a few kilometres 
from Beersheba, where the Israeli- 
Egyptian talks on the future of Taba 
were taking place, Peres reiterated 
his c^ll to Jordan to make peace with 


a city. 

While tribal sheikhs in their 
holiday-best waited patiently under 
a winter sun for Feres to arrive and 
then join him on a tour of the 
sprawling settlement just north of 
Beersheba, younger men debated 
among themselves the value of the 
visit. Hit by lack of jobs in regional 
factories, and few local employment 
possibilities, many of the young, 


educated men of Rahat feel they are 
“living in a work camp," said Yusef 
Abu Jefa, 21. 

"This is for show," said one of 
Abu Jefa’s friends, pointing at the 
bunting hanging above the council 
building. 

Abu Jefa was home for a week 
from Rome, where he is to begin 
studying dentistry in the fall. When 
he heard Peres would visit the new 
elementary school , Abu Jefa nodded 
cynically "They won’t show him.the 
high school, which is just a bunch of 
shacks.” 

Indeed, the high school was not 
pointed out to the prime minister, 
but Amos Ganin, the treasurer of 
the appointed council, told The Jeru- 
salem Post that architectural plans 
had already been drawn up for a new 
school. But “with the situation the 
way it is, I don’t expea the Educa- 
tion Ministry to have any money for 
it for a while.” 


Interior Ministry officials and re- 
gional officers of the Prime Minis- 
ter's Adviser on Arab affairs, 
painted pictures of progress and de- 
velopment. Large homes contrasted 
sharply with complaints about the 
pace of development and lack of 

housing. 

The biggest applause - except for 
that greeting Peres at each stop - 
came whenever Weizman said that 
“the Arabs of Israel don’t need an 
adviser, they should advise the gov- 
ernment on the best ways to serve 
their needs.” 

Both Peres and Weizman re- 
frained from giving any specific 
answers to the chorus of complaints, 
requests and pleas at each stop. At 
the huge tent set up outside the 
home of Sheikh AJi Abu Rabia, Dr. 
Yunis Abu Rabia, the first Israeli 
Beduin to earn a medical degree, 
read a greeting that included 16

Gov’t to discuss proposal 
to reconsider IDF pullout

The coalition executive is to meet 
this morning to take up a proposal 
raised by some Knesset Foreign 
■Affairs Committee members that 
calls on the government to reconsid- 
er its decision on the withdrawal of 
Israeli forces from Lebanon.

These “offset” sales have even 
been included on systems for Israel 
paid with U.S. Foreign Militarv 
Sales (FMS) funds. 

Israeli officials are very nervous 
that Israel's economy would serious- 
ly suffer by any such removal of the 
existing “offset” arrangements. The 
country's military industrial base, 
they said, would be severely_fur- 
tailed. But the Pentagon is under 
some stiff pressure from U.S.” de- 
fence contractors to do away with 
the arrangement.

Energy Minister Moshc Shahal is 
to a>k '(he cabinet on Sunday to 
approve a $2.5 million feasibility 
study of a pump-storage hydroelec- 
tric project over the Dead Sea cliffs 
at Ma'alc Yuir. The project could 
sj\c up to 15 per cent of the coun- 
try's electric requirements at peak 

hours, he says. 

Shahal > decision came after a 
to reign consortium examined the 
tin Jings of the Mediterranean-Dead 
Sea Canal Company and concluded 
that a pump-storage project could be 
implemented cither on its own or in 
conjunction with a canal. 

Pump-storage hydroelectric pro- 
jects. according to Yosef Kulitz. an 
adviser to Shuhjl. involve pumping 
water from a low height to a higher 
storage area at off-peak hours, when 


demand for electricity is low. At 
peak hours, the water is allowed to 
Flow downhill again, driving 
electricity-generating turbines on its 
way. 

The proposal suggested by the 
VW Consortium, which is based in 
Seattle. Washington, involves a pro- 
ject which could generate 800 mega- 
watts. The country's existing elec- 
tricity generating capacity is be- 
tween 3-4.000 megawatts, according 
to Kulitz. There are plans for rough- 
ly 2,000 more megawatts from new 
power stations. 

The advantage of pump-storage 
hydroelectric projects is that electric 
generating capacity must be planned 
for peak requirements. This means 
that a great deal of this peak capacity 
is unused at nights, for example. By 
injecting cheap electricity into the 
grid at tiiese peak hours, the coun-

- The Histadrut and the 
private sector employers agree that 
compensation must be paid to salar- 
ied workers for past wage erosion. 
Histadrut Trade Union Department 
chairman Haim Haberfeld said 
yesterday. 

Haberfeld told the department's 
coordinating committee that nego- 
tiations over the extent and timing of 
the compensation would begin 
“within the next few days.” 

Haberfeld added that trade unions 
and works committee were free to 
open negotiations with their em- 
ployers over the implementation of 
all clauses of the public and private 
sector work agreements. The agree- 
ments were frozen during the three 
months of the first package deal, but 
will be unrestricted by the second 
package deal due to come into force 
next week. 

Histadrut and employers repre- 
sentatives have met inconclusively 
since November over implementa- 
tion of the compensation clause of 
the private sector work agreement. 
The clause provided for a review of

The aide recalled that Reagan, 
since taking office, has annually par- 
ticipated in official Holocaust 
memorial ceremonies, including the 
1982 world gathering of Holocaust 
survivors in Washington.

Cairo court refuses

CAIRO (AP). - An Egyptian court 
yesterday rejected a bid by five pub- 
lishing houses to bar Israeli parti- 
cipation in the 37th Cairo Interna- 
tional Book Fair. 

The Middle East News Agency, in 
reporting the decision, quoted an 
administrative judge as saying the 
issue of Israeli participation was up 
to the government and not the 
courts. 


Five Egyptian publishing houses 
had petitioned the court to overturn 
a decision by Culture Minister 
Abdel-Hamid Radwan permitting 
Israeli publishers to participate in 
the fair, which opened on January 22 
for a two-week period.

occasionally for exhibition abroad, 
and include an original Davidka 


(mortar), made by David Liebowitz, 
the half-track used by then- 
para troop brigade commander Mor- 
decbai Gur when entering the Old 
City of Jeiusalem in the Six Day 
War, and the bullet proof car used by 
David Ben-Gurion. 

Among the exhibits is a 50mm 
German cannon, which a West Ger- 
man team visiting the' collection 
rooms was surprised to see, since 
they did not have that model in their 
own museums. The cannon was 
briefly loaned to Germany, Avni 
said. 

It took considerable persuasion 
for the IDF authorities to loan the 
Germans a primitive German rifle.

Peres warns: 


School budgets will be cut, 
even if teachers are fired

TEL AVTV. -The education budget 
'will be cut as planned even if it 
-means firing teachers or cutting 
'hours of instruction. Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres made clear to the 
teacher unions Monday. In a meet- 
ing with Histadrut Teachers Union 
secretary-general Yitzhak Weliber, 

■ the prime minister praised tbe union 
for its willingness to postpone some 
of the salary increases granted the 
■teachers by the Etzioni agreement in 
order to safeguard jobs and educa- 
‘tional services. 

Peres added, however, that if the 
■Secondary School Teachers Associa- 


tion does not agree to follow the 
Histadrut union’s example, the gov- 
ernment will have to fire teachers 
from among members of the Secon- 
dary School Teachers Association. 

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon and Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar were at the 
meeting. 

Weliber said his union is willing to 
make sacrifices only if all teachers 
jobs, regardless of union affiliation, 
are safeguarded. He said he would 
try to convince his colleagues in the 
teachers association to change their 
decision. 

An association spokeswoman re- 
fused to comment on the Histadrut 
union's statements. 


Technion students against fee Hkcs

HAIFA. - The Technion students 
•iv. union yesterday declared its opposi- 
non to a rise in rent at student hostels 
and the imposition of a parking fee 
•<- on students' cars on campus. 

The students intend to block the 
campus entrance this morning to 
“explain" their stand. An estimated 
.5,000 cars, 2,000 of them owned by 
tbe students, enter the campus every 
morning. 

The union says the present hostel 
rents, which range from S33 to S96, 
already cover 80 per cent of the 
overhead. It also complains about 
the standard of maintenance and the 
“erratic”. supply of hot water and 
heat. 

• The union objects to the parking 


fee of $50 a year because it is to be 
imposed only on students. 

The students also complain that 
academic standards have been hit by 
management economizing on the 
number of lecturers. 

The Technion's vice-president for 
financial affairs, Michael Schus- 
sheim, commented yesterday that 
the hostel rants now cover only a 
little more than half the actual cost of 
maintaining them and are still 50 per 
cent cheaper than off-campus ren- 
tals. 

The management also argues that 
students who could afford a car 
should make a “modest conrribu-. 
tion" to tbe Technion's strained fi- 
nances as the faculty .and employees; 
have done by accepting a bigger; 
-workload. - • 1 


Rubinstein opposes housing subsidy

Atnnon Rubinstein plans to fight for 
the abolition of public rental housing 
subsidies that allow tens of 
thousands of low-income families to 
pay the equivalent of $3 or $4 rent 
per month. 

• Rubinstein, whose Shinui party 
has long been opposed to govern- 
ment subsidies and who has also 
called for the abolition of postal 
service and telephone subsidies, in- 
tends to meet soon with Housing 
, ^Minister David Levy on the matter, 
v The low-income families live in 
flats run by Amidar and Ami gur, the 
.public housing companies. “The 


economic recuperation of tbe coun- 
try is dependent on an almost com- 
plete abolition of subsidies,” says 
Rubinstein. 

He raised tbe issue of Amidar and 
Amigur rentals at Sunday’s cabinet 
meeting and Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres promised that a discussion 
would be held soon. 

Meanwhile, the ministry's legal 
adviseT in coordination with the 
Treasury, has prepared a bill that 
would .allow holders of accounts at 
the Postal Bank to take overdrafts. 

According to the law, the Postal 
Bank, which is part of the ministry, 
may not grant loans to account hol- 
ders since it is not a commercial 
operation.

Peres to welcome initiative 
by Rumania on M.E. peace

Prime Minister Shimon Peres will 
welcome wirh open arms any offer 
by Rumanian President Nicolae 
Ceausescu to speed up the Middle 
East peace process when they meet 
in Bucharest during the second half 
of next month, The Jerusalem Post 
learned yesterday. 

Peres will make a two-day visit to 
Rumania after spending two days in 
Rome. 

Originally he had been due to 
accept Ceausescu's invitation to 
come to Bucharest two months ago. 
but he couldn't because of official 
business. 

Tbe prime minister will most like- 
ly suggest to the Rumanian leader 
that since the profile of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization on the in- 
ternational scene, as well as inside 
the Arab world, cannot be compared 
today with what it was before the 
PLO split, those countries, like 


Rumania, which once regarded tbe 
PLO as the legitimate spokesman for 
the Palestine Arabs, would do well 
to take stock of the new situation. 

Peres is expected to tell Ceausescu 
how Israel feds about the import- 
ance of other Eastern Bloc countries 
restoring their diplomatic ties with 
this country. 

The prime minister will also dis- 
cuss the decline of the PLO with 
Italian Premier Bettino Craxi. 
whose meeting with PLO head. Yas- 
ser Arafat led to complaints in Jeru- 
salem and efforts by the Italian gov- 
ernment to mollify pained feelings 
here. 

Peres attaches great importance to 
this visit to Rome because Italy is 
heading the European Community 
bodies for six months and because 
Israel is concerned about the im- 
plications of the entry of Spain 
and Portugal into the EC. 

Several Israeli and foreign jour- 
nalists have already made arrange- 
ments to join Peres’s party. 


Call for U,S. to release Mengele records 


WASHINGTON (AP). - Army 
Secretary John Marsh Jr. was urged 
in a freedom of information request 
filed yesterday morning to release 
information about Nazi war criminal 
Josef Mengele, who performed gris- 
ly medical experiments on inmates at 
the Auschwitz concentration camp. 

In filing the request. Sen. Alfonse 
D'amato and the dean of Los 
Angeles|*Sinion Wiesenthal Centre. 
Rabbi ’Marvin * Heir, rejected the 
army's contention that confidential 
documents about Mengele might 


harm national security if they were 
released. 

The Freedom of Infonnation Act 
forces the government to release 
some secret infonnation to citizens 
who request it unless the infonna- 
tion is judged to threaten national 
security. 

“No document concerning the in- 
famous Dr. Josef Mengele can have 
any relevance to contemporary U.S. 
foreign policy... (or) national tie-: 
fence.” the two said in a legal brief 
released Mondav. 


More Soviet arrests of activists reported 


MOSCOW (AP). - Dissident 
sources have reported the arrests of 
human rights activist Feliks Svetov 
on unspecified charges and Jewish 
poet Vladimir Frenkel of Riga, who 
has been accused of anti-Soviet 
agitation and propaganda. 

The Riga apartment of another’ 
Jewish activist, Alexander Balter, 
was searched by authorities on Fri- 
day while he was in Moscow and his 
wife was alone at home in Latvia, 


sources in Riga told the Associated 
Press by telephone. 

Several volumes of Jewish litera- 
ture and some documents related to 
other Jewish activists cases were 
seized by agents who spent six hours 
combing the apartment, one of the 
dissidents reported. 

The actions follow reports last 
week that the apartments of 10 other 
Jewish activists were searched in 
Moscow. 


Haifa police want schoolboy’s death probed 


HAIFA (Itim). - The Haifa Police 
have recommended that a judge in- 
vestigate the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of a Jerusalem 
schoolboy, Eyal Argaman, who died 
after being punched in the chest last 
October. 

The recommendation requires the 
approval of the Haifa district attor-' 
ney. 

The boy suffered the fatal blow 


during high jinks on a school outing 
at the Usfiya camping ground on Mi. 
Carmel. After being punched, be 
collapsed and was rushed to Carmel 
Hospital in Haifa. 

The pathologist's report found 
that death followed a blow to the 
solar plexus that caused a defect in 
the electric impulses that stimulate 
the heartbeat. 


Rambam Hospital staff oppose dismissal orders 


HAIFA. - The .doctors and works 
committees at Rambam Hospital 
here yesterday rejected Health 
Ministry demands to dismiss about 
150 full- and part-time staff. 

Works committee Chairman Meir 
Cohen told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that the order contradicted 
Health Minister Mordechai Gut’s 
promise to maintain existing health 
service manning levels. The minister 


made this pledge during a recent visit 
to Rambam. 

Cohen said management had 
asked the committees to draw up a 
list of 46 full-time staff - including 
doctors and nurses - and more than 
100 part-timers to be dismissed. 

Committee representatives are to 
meet hospital administrator Prof. 
Yosef Brandes today to state their 
opposition to tbe proposed firings.

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Report sounds radiation alarm

Five industrial workers were re- 
cently forced to take vacations after 
being exposed to an overdose of 
nuclear radiation. Several months 
ago. a research laboratory at the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem was 
ordered dosed for not complying 
with radiation safety regulations. 

These and other facts describing 
“a very low awareness of safety 
measures by nuclear workers" 
appear in an internal report pre- 
sented this week to Labour and 
Serial Affairs Minister Moshe Kat- 
sav by Dr. Yoram Akram, the Minis- 
try's national supervisor for atomic 
radiation. 

The report found a deficient safety 
consciousness among employers and 
workers regarding “everything con- 
nected with ihe handling of instru- 
inents which emit nuclear radia- 
tion." As a result of a survey on 
which the report was based. 52 work 
places were found which had not 
registered radiation-emitting de- 


vices with the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission or the Labour Ministry. 
They are now under close supervi- 
sion. 

The report further notes a de- 
ficiency in the supervisory appar- 
atus. Of the 50 radiation safety offic- 
ers appointed by firms and fnsritu- 
tions using such devices, “only a few 
per cent” were properly authorized 
and the remainder had not under- 
gone the required professional train- 
ing. 

An estimated 10.000 workers are 
regularly exposed to radiation in 
various industries, research insti- 
tutes and x-ray clinics, and the num- 
ber is growing. According to the 
ministry, many of the new high-tech 
industries use x-ray devices to check 
the quality of their products and 
many firms - and ministries - use 
fluoroscopes to check incoming 
mail. *. 

As a result of the Akram report. 
Katsav has requested all ministries 
which use such devices to register 
them as required by regulations. All 


users are required to file yearly re- 
ports of safety inspections for radia- 
tion leaks and ail employees must 
undergo regular medical check-ups. 
because of the established link be- 
tween high radiation exposure and 
cancer, among other diseases. 

Safety regulations also require us- 
ers of radiation-emitting equipment 
to appoint a radiation safety officer, 
who musr ensure that employees are 
not exposed to more than the per- 
mitted level of radiation. The yearly 
permitted dosage is 5,000 miliiram’s 
per person and any radiation in ex- 
cess of 2.5 per cent of the monthly 
average is considered dangerous. 

The ministry and the Atomic 
Energy Commission this month held 
a three-week course to train radia- 
tion safety officers and are negotiat- 
ing with Ben-Gurion University of 
The Negev and the Technion to 
establish more courses. Users of un- 
registered radiation-emitting de- 
vices are urged to contact the minis- 
try or the Nahal Sorek Atomic Re- 
search Centre. 


New technique may cure senility disease

HAIFA. - A comprehensive di- 
agnostic technique could help cure 
up to a quarter of patients suffering 
from dementia, the disease normally 
associated with old age and senility. 
It has been developed by the staff of 
the nuclear medicine and neurolo- 
gical departments of the Histadrut 
health fund’s central hospital in Afu- 
la. in co-operation with the X-ray 
department of Rambam Hospital in 
Haifa. 

The technique combines isotopic 
tests with computerized scanners to 
examine the build-up of fluids in the 
brain. 

According to the researchers, 
most cases of dementia - which take 
the form of forgetfulness and loss 


of intellectual and bodily functions - 
are caused by mental degeneration 
and cannot be cured. 

But in a quarter of the cases, the 
disease is caused by hydrocephalus, 
an excess of fluids on the brain, 
which results in a build-up of press- 
ure and subsequently brain damage. 

This type of dementia can be tre- 
ated successfully, by draining off the 
excess fluids, if the disease is di- 
agnosed early and accurately. 

The health funds assistant spokes- 
woman Yochi Bauer, said yesterday 
that previous diagnostic methods 
had proved unreliable, resulting in a 
curtailment of the number of opera- 
tions performed. 

The new method enables surgeons 
to make a precise diagnosis and 


evaluation of the chances of an op- 
eration being successful. 

Bauer said that of the 26 dementia 
patients examined at the Afula hos- 
pital. 10 were found to be suffering 
from hydrocephalus. In five of these 
latter cases, however, the disease 
was already too advanced. The re- 
maining five underwent surgery and 
their mental and physical state im- 
proved considerably. 

A summary of the researchers' 
work has already appeared in an 
American magazine Family Doctor. 
A more detailed account of the tech- 
nique will be outlined by the staff, 
who were led by Dr. Itzhak Gariy of 
the Afula hospital, at an internation- 
al neuropsychiatric convention to be 
held at Eilat in March, Bauer said. 


First to jail, then yeshiva, for car thief 

HAIFA (Itim). - A recent decision by a magistrate's 
court to delay sentencing a convicted car thief to allow 
him to join a yeshiva and become newly observant was 
overturned in Haifa District Court yesterday. 

Reuven Zinati had been found guilty in Haifa Magis- 
trate's Court of stealing a car last October. He had just 
been released from prison where he had served three 
years for various property crimes and still carried a 
suspended sentence of 18 months. 

But after bis conviction, he said he wanted to become 
observant. Die head of the Or Vaderech Yeshiva in 
Jerusalem, Rabbi Mordechai Cohen, told the magis- 
trate's court Zinati could be rehabilitated at the yeshiva 
under a “Tora and work” programme. Judge Reuven 
Ben-Horin, noting that Zinati’s previous sentences had 


not turned him aw3y from crime, decided to delay 
sentencing and allow Zinati to join a yeshiva. He ordered 
Zinati released on bail of IS50.000. The state appealed. 

In accepting the appeal, the district court noted that 
Zinati had already been given numerous chances to turn 
over a new leaf. “The public has a right to be protected 
from the accused and he should be removed from 
society,” the court said. 

“If the accused truly and sincerely wants to become 
observant he can do so in jail. After he’s served his 
sentence, the yeshiva will certainly be glad to take him 
in,” the court said. 

Zinati was ordered returned to custody until sentenc- 
ing. 


Nn head: Enforce minimum wage law

Employers who regularly pay 
their workers less than the minimum 
wage must be punished to the full 
extent of the law. National Insur- 
ance Institute Director-General Nis- 
sim Baruch declared this week. 

Baruch, speaking to Labour and 
Social Affairs Minister Moshe Kat- 
sav on Monday, asked for regula- 
tions and enforcement procedures to 
make the law effective. 

Under the Guaranteed Minimum 
Income Law, any worker paid less 
than the minimum wage of about 
7S120,000 is entitled to receive the 
difference from the Nil, if the State 


Employment Service cannot provide 
alternative employment at the mini- 
mum wage. 

According to Shlomo Cohen, 
director of long-range benefit plan- 
ning at the NH, about 13.000 people 
in the labour force receive income 
supplements. 

Die only exceptions to the law, 
said Baruch, should be factories 
undergoing a temporary period of 
distress.

VIENNA (Reuter). - Austria’s 
coalition government yesterday 
averted a major threat to its survival 
by accepting public apologies from 
the defence minister at the centre of 
controversy over his reception of a 
Nazi war criminal. 

Defence Minister Friedhelm Fris- 
chenschlager. a member of the small 
right-wing Freedom Party (FPO). 
the junior partner in the Sodalist-led 
government, apologized to Chancel- 
lor Fred Sinowatz and to the public. 

Frischenschlager had come under 
pressure, including calls for his res- 
ignation. after he personally met a 
Nazi war criminal released by Italy 
and flown home last Thursday. 

Sinowatz said 3 II the ministers, 
including 12 Socialists and three 
FPO members, had accpeted yester- 
day's compromise solution. 

But the government faces a furth- 
er test on Friday when the opposi- 
tion conservative People’s Party 
(OVP! is due to submit a no- 
confidence motion in Frischensch la- 
ger to a special session of parlia- 


ment. 

The OVP was unsatisfied by the 
defence minister's apology, and de- 
manded his resignation before the 
parliamentary session. 

In his statement, read to reporters 
by Sinowatz after a protracted 
cabinet session. Frischenschlager 
said: “I am sorry for this miscalcula- 
tion and I can only offer my regrets 
to you, chancellor, and to the pub- 
lic.” 

The FPO has held the balance of 
power since elections 20 months ago 
ended 13 years of majority Socialist 
government. 

The Frischenschlager incident, in 

which the minister flew to Graz to 
receive former SS Major Walter Re- 
deranci accompanied him to Vienna, 
has come at an acutely embarrassing 
time. 

Some of the world’s most influen- 
tial Jews were assembling in the 
capital for a conference of the World 
Jewish Congress, and Sinowatz bad 
to apologise personally to the con- 
gress. _ 


Polish prosecutor seeks 
police captain’s death 


TORUN. Poland (API. - A Polish 
secret police captain is guilty of orga- 
nizing the murder of a pro-Solidarity 
priest and should be sentenced to 
death, the government prosecution 
told a court yesterday. 

The prosecution said the captain's 
two subordinates, who took part in 
the abduction and slaying, each 
should be sentenced to 25 years in 
jail for the priest's killing, the 
attempted murder of the priest's 
driver and an earlier failed attempt 
to kill the priest. 

It said their superior, colonel 
Adam Pietruszka, should be sent- 
enced to 25 years for aiding and 
abetting his three subordinates. 

The chief government prosecutor. 
Leszek Pietrasinski. told the court 
that the captain should be deprived 
of his civil rights for the rest of his 


life. He said his two subordinates 
should be deprived of their civil 
rights for eight years each after they 
get out of prison. 

Pietrasinski said Pietruszka. 47, 
should be deprived of his civil rights 
and banned from holding manage- 
ment posts for 10 years after he gets 
out of prison. 

The prosecution's final arguments 
to the five-man panel of judges came 
on the 22nd day of the trial in this 
northern Polish city' near where the 
Reverend Jerzy Popieluszko was 
abducted and slain last October 19. 

Captain Grzegorz Piotrowski, 33, 
.and lieutenants Waldemar 
Chmielewski. 29, and Leszek Peka- 
la. 32, are charged with kidnapping 
and murdering the militant anti- 
government priest. 


Secret talks on ending 
Britain’s coal strike 


LONDON (Reuter). - With mana- 
gers claiming that Britain's long pit 
strike is finally crumbling, miners’ 
leaders and employers met in secret 
yesterday to seek a formula for 
peace in the coalfields, industry 
sources said. 

The state-owned National Coql 
Board ordered a news blackout over 
talks designed to pave the way for 
full negotiations on ending the walk- 
out. now in its 47th week. 

Officials declined to specify where 
or when discussions began between 
Merrik Spanton. the board’s person- 
nel director, and Peter Heathfield. 


general secretary of the striking 
National Union of Mineworkers 
(NUM). 

The sources said the two men 
conferred at an undisclosed London 
venue in an atmosphere of cautious 
optimism over prospects of settling 
the dispute that has cost the country 
an estimated £1.5 billion. 

Neither side attempted to pre- 
tend, however, that major hurdles 
do not stand in the way of ending the 
strike which began on a national 
scale last March over management 
plans to close 20 unprofitable col- 
lieries with the loss of 20.000 jobs. 


Soviets present draft of treaty on non-use offeree 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter). - The 
Soviet Union presented a draft treaty 
on the non-use of force to the 35- 
nation European Disarmament 
Conference yesterday, saying it 
hoped to reach agreement on reduc- 
ing the risk of war in Europe as 
quickly as possible. 

Soviet Ambassador Oleg 
Grinevsky presented the draft at the 
opening of the fifth session of the 
conference, the first to take place 
since talks earlier this month in 


Geneva between the two super- 
powers. 

U.S. .Ambassador James Goodby 
told reporters the Soviet move was 
not encouraging and the U.S. and its 
allies were not willing to negotiate 
sucb a treaty. “I can't say it advances 
our work very much." he said. 

The document, entitled -"Basic 
provisions for a treaty on the mutual 
non-use of military force and the 
maintenance of peaceful relations." 
proposed a binding obligation on all 


signatories to renounce the use of 
military force. 

This included an obligation ’mot 
to be the first to use either nuclear or 
conventional arms against each 
other" and to make efforts to pre- 
vent an arms race in space. . 

The proposed treaty would cover 
the territories of ail parties and their 
armed forces, wherever situated, a 
clause which would extend its scope 
beyond the purely European man- 
date of the Stockholm conference. 


A large role in improving the 
situation in Europe would be played 
by the conclusion of a treaty on 
non-use of military force and the 
maintenance of peaceful relations, 
as proposed by the Warsaw Pact 
states." Grinevsky told delegates. 

"I can say that the Soviet LInion 
arid the socialist countries are ready 
to conclude an agreement in the very 
near future.” Grinevsky said. The 
instructions I have make it possible 
to reach agreement quickly.” 


Avoid sex, drugs and drink, 
pope urges young people 


CARACAS (Reuter). - Pope John 
Paul has made an impassioned 
appeal to young people to turn away 
from the "prophets of hate” and not 
to seek refuge from crises in sex. 
drugs or ideological violence. 

At the end of a gruelling 16-hour 
programme in three Venezuelan 
cities, the pope told tens of 
thousands of cheering youths in the 
capital's Olympic Stadium that be 
knew their problems. 

He said they were living at an 
historic moment among crises in 
moral values, unemployment, im- 


morality, delinquency, manipula- 
tion. lack of security and religious 
indifference. 

But they should not let themselves 
be broken, and should avoid selfish 
idolation. "seeking refuge in alco- 
hol. drugs, sex and alienating ideolo- 
gies.” 

There was no lack of ’’prophets of 
hate or violence" but they "don't 
offer solutions because they'definite- 
ly betray your most noble aspira- 
tions, leaving you with an empty 
soul.” he said. 


Stranger in the White House 
wanted to see inauguration 


DENVER (AP). - A man who fol- 
lowed the marine band into the 
White House on January 20 because 
he wanted to see President Ronald 
Reagan's inauguration was arrested 
after be was found sitting in the first 
family’s private dining room, pub- 
lished reports said yesterday. 

Robert Latta, 45, of Denver, Col- 
orado, was released on SI ,000 bond 
after spending eight days in jail the 
Rocky Mountain News and the 
Denver Post reported. 

Latta wandered freely through the 
White House until be was discovered 
sitting at the dining room table in the 
Reagans' second-floor family quar- 


ters. the reports said. 

In Washington, D.C., a Secret 
Service spokesman confirmed 
yesterday that Latta is facing misde- 
meanor proceedings on a charge of 
unlawful entry. Neither the White 
House nor the Secret Service 
announced Latta ’s intrusion when it 
occurred. 

Latta reportedly said he was un- 
able to obtain a ticket to tour the 
White House where the private 
swearing in ceremony took place, so 
despite the heavy security in place 
for the inauguration he entered in 
the company of the marine honour 
band. 


Sue-EUen in the dock 


LONDON (Reuter). - A widow is 
seeking libel damages from a politi- 
cian. saying be called her a “Sue- 
EUen," the character in the U.S. 
television soap opera Dallas. 

Hazel Pinder-White. who lives in 
the south England seaside town of 
Broadstairs. wept in the High Court 
here on Monday when she declared 
the TV character was “nothing but a 
high class prostitute and a total alco- 
holic.” 

She is suing Conservative member 
of Parliament Jonathan Aitken, who 
denies libel, over a reference to her 
in a column he wrote for a local 
newspaper. 

The article suggested a Dallas- 
type drama could be written about 
local politics and described Con- 
servative campaigner Pinder-White 


and her husband Charles - now dead 
- as "dreadful enough" to play Sue- 
EUen and J.R. Ewing. 

Describing the reference as a 
’’nasty, vicious and personal 
attack,” she told the court that when 
she complained to Aitken. he said: 
“I thought you would be flattered. 
Sue-EUen is very beautiful.”

BONN (Reuter). - Former West 
German economics minister and 
Dresdner bank chief Hans 
Friderichs was charged yesterday 
with tax evasion in the Flick political 
bribery affair, the Bonn public pro- 
secutor s office said. 

Friderichs. his successor as econo- 
mics minis ter. Count Otto Lambs- 
dorff, and the former general mana- 
ger of the Flick industrial group’. 
Eberhard von Brauchitsch. are 
already due to stand trial after mid- 
March on corruption charges. 

Friderichs was given one month to 


answer the additional charge of tax 
evasion on political party donations, 
a prosecutor's office spokesman 
said. A court must then decide if the 
case should go to trial . 

Tax evasion charges were also 
filed on January 9 against Lambs- 
dorff, who resigned as economics 
minister last June, and on December 
28 against von Brauchitsch. 

The prosecutor's office has ap- 
plied in court to have the corruption 
and tax evasion charges heard 
together. 


Snub for Thatcher from Oxford dons 


OXFORD (Reuter). - Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher was severely 
snubbed yesterday as Oxford Uni- 
versity professors met to vote against 
granting her an honorary degree. 

Congregation, a kind of parlia- 
ment bringing together 2,500 tutors 
and administrators, voted 738-219 to 
reject a proposal that an honorary 
doctorate in civil law should be con- 
ferred on Oxford-educated Thatch- 
er, 59, Britain’s first woman' prime 
minister. 

The dissident dons, as university 
tutors are called, have been backed 
by the official voice of 3,000 gradu- 
ates now studying for higher degrees 
at Oxford. 


A statement by the graduate rep- 
resentative council said, it regarded 
the university’s proposal as •‘ironic 
and insulting.” 

Snubbing Thatcher would break a 
modem tradition. For nearly 40 
years honorary degrees in civil law 
have been granted to all British 
prime ministers with Oxford de- 
gress. .

London. 


Thousands of turtles invade 
reef in breeding frenzy 


SYDNEY (Reuter). - Tens of 
thousands of green turtles have in- 
vaded a remote coral reef off Austra- 
lian's northern tip in a breeding 
frenzy, Australian wildlife officials 
said yestersay. 

The officials said that every (tight 
since last October huge numbers of 
turtles have been hauling themselves 
up onto the sand of Raine Island to 
lay up to 100 eggs each. . . - ....... 

They estimated that, as many. as . . 
150,000 turtles have been involved in... 
the breeding rush, adding’ that no 
one knows why green turtles go into 


irregular breeding frenzies years 
apart. 

They said they also do not know 
why the turtles head for Raine Is- 
land. a tiny coral cay standing in 900 
metres of water, from as far away as 
Indonesia or Vanuatu in the South 
Pacific. 

Scientists believe that the Coral 
and Arafura seas off Australia's 
northern tip might be a climatic "hot 
spot" which produces, food and wa- 
ter. conditions ti) atstiro u late the tur- 
tles to’ swim huge distances to the 
breeding ground. 


Food crops drop in Africa, more aid needed -UN report 


N AI ROBl ( AP) . - Food production 
in 21 African countries hardest hit by 
famine dropped a further 15 per cent 
last year and "exceptional mea- 
sures" including airlifts are needed 
to avert more starvation deaths, the 
LW Food and Agricultural Orga- 
nization warned yesterday. 

"Less than half of the known 
pledges of food to the affected coun- 
tries have sc far been delivered and it 
is essential that steps be taken to 
expedite shipments." said the latest 
report of the FAO global informa- 
tion and early warning system, re- 
leased here. 

Overall. I9S4 cereal production in 
the 21 countries was estimated at 
22.7 million metric tons, represent- 


ing a 13 per cent fall from die already 
drought-reduced output of the pre- 
vious year and 20 per cent below the 
annual average of the previous five 
years. 

“FAO considers the problems to 
be most acute in Chad. Ethiopia, 
Mali, Mauritania, Mozambique, Ni- 
ger and Sudan," it said. 

West Africa's plight was aggra- 
vated by large migrations of people 
and livestock in countries where 
"river levels are low and pastures are 
virtually non-existent.” the report 
said. 

The food supply problem in East 
Africa “is more severe and wide- 
spread than during the previous 
year." In Ethiopia. 1985 harvests are 


expected to be sharply below last 
year's poor performance. 

The bright spot is Southern Africa 
where conditions for the harvest 
next April and May appear favour- 
able, although insufficient rains 
were recorded in Mozambique and 
Botswana last month, the FAO said. 

The Rome-based UN agency 
identified the 21 countries facing 
exceptional food problems as Ango- 
la, Botswana, Burkina Faso 
(formerly Upper Volta), Cape 
Verde. Chad, Ethiopia, Lesotho. 
Mali. Mauritania. Mozambique, 
Senegal. Somalia. Tanzania, Zam- 
bia and Zimbabwe. 

Africa’s total 1985 food aid re- 
quirement was estimated in early 
January at 6.6 million tons. So far. 


the FAO said, donor pledges 
amounted to 4.4 million tons, leav- 
ing a shortfall of 2.2 million tons. 

The biggest pledge so far is 2 
million tons from the UN followed 
by the European Community's 1.29 
million tons, the UN agency said. 

Its report disclosed that as of early 
January, the Soviet Union pledged a 
toal of 3,500 tons to African coun- 
tries on the list of 21 worst affected, 
while its small ally Bulgaria prom- 
ised nearly five times as much - 
17,000 tons, and impoverished 
Bangladesh offered 2,000 tons. 

In comparison. Canada has 
pledged 171.000 tons, India 100,000, 
China 87,000 and Australia 
87.000, according to data received 
by the FAO. 


Chile executes ‘psychopath’ policemen 


QUELLOTA, Chile (AP). - Firing 
squads executed two policemen be- 
fore dawn yesterday after they were 
convicted of 10 murders that one 
claimed were ordered by a right- 
wing “crime club” that targeted 
opponents of military rule. 

Hours earlier, a blind Roman 
Catholic priest. Father Eliseo 
Ordenes. had officiated at the mar- 


riage of one of the murderers - 
Carlos Topp Collins - to his 
common-law wife. 

Topp Collins and Jorge Sagredo 
were known as "the psychopaths of 
Vinw Del Mar” for a series of mur- 
ders. rapes and robberies in the 
seaside resort and nearby Valparaiso 
in 1980 and 1981. 


Soviets bare details 
of arms negotiators 

MOSCOW (Reuter). - The official 
Soviet news agency Tass took the 
unusual step yesterday of issuing 
short biographies of the three Soviet 
delegation chiefs who will represent 
Moscow at arms talks with the U.S. 
in Geneva in March. 

Personal details of Soviet officials 
are hardly ever given in the official 
media. It was even unsure if presi- 
dent Yuri Andropov had a wife until 
she appeared at his funeral last year. 


73% believe Reagan 
will keep U.S. at peace 

LOS ANGELES (AP). - President 
Ronald Reagan is enjoying bis 
greatest popularity since the March 
1981 assassination attempt, a Los 
Angeles Times poll published yester- 
day indicated. 

The survey found the president 
with a 68 per cent approval rating, 
his highest since 80 per cent of those 
polled by the Times in April 1981 

The paper also said 73 per cent 
believe Reagan will keep the U.S. at 
peace during his second term.

IN ITS FIRST issue this year, Avia- 
tion Week and Space Technology, 
; -the prestigious American weekly. 
j awarded its laurels for “significant 
contributions to aerospace in 1984." 

Most of those nominated were 
American engineers and scientists 
- who bad achieved some important 
breakthrough in aviation. But signi- 
ficantly, one of the honoured was 
Marvin Klemow, the 47-year-old 
director of the Washington office of 
. Israel Aircraft Industries (1AI), who 
. was cited for ' 'direct dealing with the 
Pentagon, rather than through lob- 

■ bying, that paved the way for intro- 
duction of the Kfir fighter into the 

■ l):S. inventory." 

The reference was to the U.S. 
Navy’s decision last year to lease 12 
Kfirs directly from the Israeli Air 
Force. LAI won the contract to ser- 
vice the planes at a naval base in 
Virginia. The Kfirs are being used to 
simulate Soviet-made MIG-2ls in 
^training exercises against American 
^fighters. The deal, one of several 
important achievements for IAI in 
the U.S. in recent years, was a major 
breakthrough for Israel and IAI in 
seeking to win some important con- 
tracts with the U.S. military estab- 
lishment. 

Klemow, an American Jew who 
has been IAI's man in Washington 
since early 1970, was among those 
who pushed hardest for the Kfir 
transaction, carefully working on the 
Pentagon bureaucracy to see it 
through to a successful conclusion. 
What so impressed the American 
magazine was the fact that he did not 


significant accomplishments for any 
Israeli industry in the United 
States." says Klemow. “The intro- 
duction of the Kfir into the U.S. 
Navy, which is scheduled to take 
place in mid- April, will give not only 
IAI but all the other Israeli com- 
panies a chance to demonstrate that 
we can maintain a complicated, total 
weapons system in the U.S. inven- 
tory. 

“I think the Kfir will add to the 
reputation of Israel’s arms industry 
around the world. The fact that the 
U.S. Navy has leased it shows that 
we are a leader in the aerospace 
industry and deserve the respect of a 
lot of people." The navy has now 
officially designated the Kfir the 
F2LA. ‘ 

Looking down the road, Klemow 
is now promoting the idea of selling 
IAI's Westwind jets to the U.S. Air 
Force. “There’s a new programme 
comi ng up in the air force called the 
TTB - tanker, trainer, bomber - 
which, while it’s a few years off. is a 
possible way of introducing the 
Wes twin g into the air force. Instead 
of flying the actual B-52 bombers or 
KC-135 tankers, it's cheaper to fly 
training pilots on smaller versions 
which have the same handlin g qual- 


Under U.S. law. Klemow has had 
to register with the U.S. Justice 
Department as a foreign agent of 
Israel Aircraft Industries, which is 
owned by the Ministry of Defence. 
Every six months, he must file a 
lengthy and detailed report outlining 
his activities and expenditures. 

“I joined IAI when it was known 
in Israel simply as Bedek," he says. 
“It was largely unknown in the Un- 
ited States. When I said I worked for 
Israel Aircraft, they said. ’Is that El 
Al?’ It never really had a true 
marketing arm in the United States. 
The things the company was then 
doing did not really require it."

Israel still does not have the same 
access to U.S. defence contracts as 
the Nato countries owing to “limita- 
tions in certain areas," but that is 
certainly something on the agenda. 


BUT THINGS started to change in 
the late 1960s, when IAI acquired 
the Jet Commander, an executive jet 
which preceded LAI's development 
of its own Westwind.

f WHY WAS THIS so important for 
Israel? “There's no doubt in my 
mind that this was one of the most 


KLEMOW. a very friendly and out- 
going Washington operative, came 
to the IAI from Boeing, where he 
worked for seven years in market- 
ing, advertising and communica- 
tions. Before that, he was an Associ- 
ated Press reporter; and did a stint 
covering the ; Vietnam War.. “I 
started as an office boy; I’ve only had 
three jobs in my life, the AP, Boeing 
and IAI," he says, adding that he has 
worked under every IAI president, 
and seen many changes in IAI over 
the years. 

He has many responsibilities in 
Washington, coordinating activities 
with the IAI’s New York marketing 
office, which deals largely with joint 
ventures and co-production deals 
with various U.S. aircraft concerns 
such as McDonnell Douglas and 
Boeing and handling all sales to the 
U.S. Government. 

But he also does what the 
Washington representative of any 
aerospace company does - become 
the eyes and ears of that company. “I 
have the same functions as any 
American aerospace company," he 
says. “My job is to monitor potential 
programmes; keep headquarters 
posted on .trends; work, the House 
and Senate armed services commit- 
tees, and so on. There’s nothing 
magic or special because it’s Israel. 
We’re working as a professional 
aerospace oompany doing its job.” 

Klemow has taken foe lead in 
winning special technology and 
hardware licences for IAI - a critical 
function, especially in connection 
with the development of the Kfir 
and, more recently, the new- 
generation Lavi. 

“When we sell Israeli products to 
Third World countries," he -con- 
tinues, “that often requires licences 
from the U.S. government because 
they may contain American compo- 
nents mid technology. I have to 
submit those licences." 



company. IAI bad no reputation. No 
one knew what we were. We didn’t 
exist in the aerospace industry. We 
had never issued a- press release'. We 
had no ads. We didn’t even have a 
mailing list.’’ - j 

So an identity had to be created 
for IAI, Klemow continues, recall- 
ing the very significant work done at 
that time by Elk ana Gali. a senior 
IAI executive who had joined the 
company around the same time. 

"Elk ana and I hired an ad agency, 
put press releases together and 
brought the first press people to 
Israel. Aviation Week had never 
been there. We concentrated on Air 
Transport World and all the trade 
magazines, which were read by the 
pilots who made decisions on what 
airplanes to buy." 

Klemow and Gali realized that 
this Was a long-range project, and 
their initial strategy was to introduce 
the company. “We wanted people to 
say “Ah-ha’ when they heard we 
were from Israel Aircraft Indus- 
tries." 

Later, IAI began to promote 
other aspects of the company, in- 
cluding its capabilities. Over the 
years-, IAI has sold some 275 Com- 
modore and Westwind jets in North 
America. 

A major breakthrough for IAI 
and other Israeli defence manufac- 
turers came in March 1979, when the 
U.S. and Israel signed a Memoran- 
dum of Agreement in which the 
Pentagon promised to allow Israel to 
bid for contracts. 

“Many Israeli companies felt that 
once the MOA was signed, Amer- 
ican procurement people would be 
coming with the orders. IAI fully 
understood, because of the back- 
ground in Washington, that it was 
the start of the real work. Now we 
really had to go out and market. But 


KLEMOW CITES a current prob- 
lem involving Israel’s efforts to win 
additional overhaul and mainte- 
nance service contracts for U.S. Air 
Force F-15 and F-16 fighter planes in 
Europe. In years past, IAI has won 
several such contracts. 

“Suddenly this past year, we have 
picked up signals that they were 
going to change their policy and deal 
with the Nato countries only. 

Klemow and others are still active- 
ly seeking to reverse this trend to- 
wards excluding Israel and say they 
will take the necessary steps “if they 
exclude us officially. There are other 
channels to approach. Congress is 
one channel. I think Congress would 
find it strange that a country which 
has an MOA with the United States 
is being excluded. 

“We have a very good case. We’re 
not asking for money. We're not 
asking to be given any favours. All 
we are asking is to be allowed to 
compete. 

“There are far-reaching implica- 
tions for Israel in the outcome of this 
issue. Israel has invested many mil- 
lions of dollars in logistics support 
for the F-15 and F-16 fighters in the 
Israel Air Force." 

Klemow is very proud that he has 
brought-the IAI something be calls- 
. “corporate memory.!’ He has be* ! 
come a regular feature on the 
Washington scene at a time when so 
many others involved in Israeli de- 
fence issues in the United States are 
constantly coming and going - the 
director of the Defence Ministry’s 
purchasing mission in New York; the 
military attache at the embassy in 
Washington; Finance Ministry offi- 
cials in New York and Washington 
and others. 


“They are the various people in- 
volved in trying to influence deci- 
sions,” he says. “There has been 
such a turnover in aD of these areas 
over the year that there is a tendency 
to reinvent the wheel, and not re- 
member what we did before and 
what failed and what succeeded. I 
think I am the only person left in that 
group who worked on the Kfir and 
Lavi licences. Because of this corpo- 
rate memory, we could point to 
precedents in certain meetings at the 
State Department and the Pentagon. 
It’s not being smarter than anybody 
else.” he insists. “It’s remembering 
how we did something in the past. ” 


Klemow has been delighted by the 
development of the Lavi and the 
U.S. Government’s willingness not 
only to provide licences for technol- 
ogy and hardware transfers, but also 
to finance pan of the programme. At 
the initiative of Congress, the 
Reagan Administration has permit- 
ted several hundred million dollars 
in U.S. Foreign Military Sales 
(FMS) grants to be used in both the 
United States and Israel for research 
and development aspects of the 
Lavi.

EAGRE group of Rinat Choir 
ibers, conducted by Shalom 
Iv-Riklis. opened this New 
ension concert with five Bach 
ales.

start. Of the instrumental solo num- 
bers only the Prelude from Partita 
A fo.5, played by Marcel Bergman, 
and the Sarabande from Partita 
No. 2, played by Menachem Breuer, 
sounded authentic. The following 
Gigue was almost unrecognizable. A 
single really light moment at this 
concert was provided by Peter Max- 
well Davies in his arrangement of the 
two preludes and fugues.

unusual combination of viola, cello, 
flute, clarinet, marimba and harp- 
sichord, he achieved truly poetical 
sonorities. The Fantasy No.3, from 
Three Fantasies by Shulamit Ran 
(with quotations of Bach), though 
providing sufficient substance to jus- 
tify its performance, could hardly be 
regarded as attaining much more 
than the well-worn and trite. . 

The chorales and the Gigue had 
been a shock, and now came a shock 
of a different kind. Lukas Foss sat at 
the piano and played Bach, and it 
sounded really pleasant. Then clar- 
inet, cello, organ and percussion 
entered, creating a wall of sound, an 
ear-splitting noise, which swallowed 
up the piano part. We saw Foss play, 
but did not hear him. Then the noise 
abated, and Foss again became audi- 
ble. This gimmick was repeated 
several times. 

Though Foss used a really primi- 
tive device, it worked, perhaps by 
virtue of its sheer brutality. Aggres- 
siveness occasionally pays. (By the 
way, the piece had its premiere at the 
U.S. Cultural Centre in Tel Aviv in 
1951). 

Foss was followed by a new piece 


by LeoD Schidlovsky. Preparing 
one-self mentally for a new Schid- 
lovsky piece, one genuinely hopes 
for a breakthrough into a new era, 
technique and sound. But Missa In 
Nomine Bach for seven instruments, 
percussion and mixed choir seems 
just another variation of what we 
had been hearing for years: approxi- 
mate pitch (aleatorics), clusters and 
all the rest of what long ago became 
the wearisome convention of new 
music. The Credo is an exception. 
Based on the single note of C. in all 
voices and instruments, in total un- 
isono and duplication in the various 
octaves, it strikes one not only as 
original but also as recalling the 
monumental organa of the 13th cen- 
tury. 

A theatrical farce called Cafe 
Bach (“inspired" by Bach's Coffee 
Cantata), by Yossi Mar-Haim for 
mezzo soprano, flute, clarinet cello, 
keyboards, prerecorded tape and 
film concluded the evening. Mar- 
Haim seems to have run out of ideas, 
of humour or anything that might 
make such a happening attractive. In 
this sequence of silly musical theat- 
rical platitudes, there is perhaps one 
moment of truth; a cartoon featured 
horror movie actor Boris Karloff, 
who “might symbolize.” to use Mar- 
Haim ’s own words, "the spirit of 
Bach watching today’s world of 
music." 


He specifically credits Mosbe 
Arens - first as ambassador in 
Washington and later as defence 
minister - for pushing much of this 
through.

“The fact is that the Israelis have 
put years of battlefield, combat ex- 
perience against many types of diffe- 
rent airplanes into it’ The threat in 
the 1990s will be not only potentially 
from French and Russian equip- 
ment. but perhaps also from Amer- 
ican airplanes operated by the coun- 
tries surrounding Israel. The Lavi 
will be a very adequate airplane to 
handle this threat." 

The implication of Klemow's 
statement is that Israeli aviation ex- 
perts will include certain defences 
and countermeasures in the Lari 
that may not necessarily be available 
on the American-made planes which 
the Arabs are likely to obtain. 

Over the next year. Klemow will 
be busy continuing the sale of other 
IAI products to the U.S. military. 
He also will continue the highly 
successful joint venture with Tadiran 
for the development of a new gen- 
eration of pilotless reconnaissance 


aircraft, or remotely piloted vehicles 
(RPV's). The U.S. Navy and Marine 
Corps have already purchased the 
older Mastif and Scout RPVs and are 
likelv to do the same with the next 


version. 

1A1 is also developing a new busi- 
ness jet. the Astra, which can fly 
coast to coast without refuelling. IAI 
has already sold 10 Astras in the 
United States, and the immediate 
objective is to sell at least one or two 
a month. Each Astra costs slightly 
more than $5m. and seats eight peo- 
ple- 

“This job is never boring." says 
Klemow. “One day we’re working 
on RPVs, the next on business jets, a 
week later on overhaul and mainte- 
nance of F-4s. We go from commer- 
cial to military, from army to navy. 

“I actually still think I’m a repor- 
ter. except that now I'm reporting 
everything to the management of 
IAI. not a newspaper." The kudos 
from A r/flnbrc Week and Space Tech- 
nology is rhe icing on the cake.

The chimera of shifting civil servants to industry 


TEL AVIV. - Whai will happen to 
the 15.000 civil servants that the 
government has announced several 
times it intends to fire? Will they go 
into industry? Will they go into pri- 
vate business? Will they apply for 
unemployment compensation? Will 
they emigrate if they can't find 
work? 

These questions were put to mem- 
bers of the business community with 
a strong emphasis on industrialists. 
As always, those questioned were 
assured of complete anonymity. 

There was general agreement on 
one point: "The government may 
have announced time and time again 
that it will fire 15,000 persons, but it 
will never do so. The politicians 
make just as many post-election 
promises as they make pre-election 
promises. How many rimes have 
these same politicians said they will 
damp down on black capital? How 
many times have they promised an 
income tax reform? How many times 
have we heard that from SI billion fo 
SI. 5b. will be cut from the budget? 
The government can't even enforce 
the law banning double-parking in 
no-stop high-fine tow-awav areas. 
The politicians just make promises 
to ease the public clamour: they 
know that the public has a short 
memory." 

But assuming that the government 
does go through with its word and 
does fire 15,000 persons. Will these 
people go into industry? 


"Never,” one person said. “I can't 
ever remember a civil servant leav- 
ing a government job for one in 
industry. The days of Second Aliya 
idealists, of the refugees from Ger- 
many. when doctors and lawyers 
worked as common labourers, are a 
thing of our past." 

However, one manufacturer did 
admit that his plant had recently 
■absorbed one civil servant. "But he 
worked in computers in the govern- 
ment and is doing the same work in 
my plant. He simply switched jobs, 
not a way of life. Tomorrow, he can 
be back in the civil service again. 
True, he is more than pulling his 
weight in industry, but he has not 
changed his occupation, only his 
place of work." 

Moreover, even if the 15.0tX> 
wanted to come to industry, there 
are simply no jobs available. "Most 
plants are not even utilizing the 
manpower they employ today. The 
only way to increase our manpower 
is to increase production. The local 
market is shrinking daily due to the 
government’s restrictive policies: 
the only alternative is exports. But 
exports cannot rise very fast. They 
talk of a 17 per cent increase having 
been achieved in industrial exports 
in 19S4. But this increase was mainly 
in the prices received: we didn't 
increase industrial exports in quanti- 
ty by 17 per cent. Far from it." 

And another problem faces those 
industrialists who are export- 


oriented. They need to plan ahead at 
least a year, possibly two and even 
three. "But the government's incen- 
tive policy changes frequently. We 
just can't plan ahead. It is an unwrit- 
ten law of business that you make a 
profit or you go bankrupt in the long 
run. Unless we are provided with a 
dear-cut long range policy, we are 
simply risking our capital in export- 
ing. This is tantamount to business 
suicide.” 

And assuming that a clear-cut 
long-range export policy is formu- 
lated. industry' needs financial re- 
sources to retool and to keep up with 
changing conditions abroad in a 
highly competitive market. No such 
financial resources are available. 
The Investment Centre "simply 
dosed up shop about six months 
ago." 

What about foreign investments? 

“Don’t make me laugh. There will 
be an economic conference in Jeru- 
salem in February of leading foreign 
businessmen. None of them will in- 
vest here unless they are phiJamhro- 
picalJy minded. The first thing most 
foreign businessmen do is look 
around and ask - if the locals (.that is, 
the Israelis] are not investing, some- 
thing is wrong. The foreign investors 
generally follow the lead of the local 
investors. They know’ that the locals 
are much better attuned to the busi- 
ness dimate in their home country." 

With no local and no foreign in- 
vestments in industry, most indus- 


trialists think that the entire sector 
will go into a recession. 

Unemployment will spread in in- 
dustry much faster than the govern- 
ment will fire civil servants. You 
have to remember one riling, the 
money filters down from above: 
what is left over goes to industry. All 
the way down the line, government 
officials take their share; what is left 
over, if there is anything left over, 
goes to the productive sector. " 

Thus, one industrialist said, the 
only solution is that the government 
cut’ its budget by the actual 15.000 
persons it has promised. “Perhaps 
they wont come into industry: 
perhaps they will all open kiosks: 
perhaps some will emigrate. But 
unless the government" sacrifices 
these 15,000. it will be hurting the 
entire economy. 

One person thought that the solu- 
tion was to shift official policy from 
trying to fire 15.000 to making all 
rivil servants take a 15 per cent cut in 
wages - that is. to work six days and 
get paid for five. Another man 
thought that they should work five 
days a week and get five days' pay. 
This would save hundreds of millions 
of dollars, some of which could be 
diverted to industry. 

"But this wall never happen. Poli- 
tical parties rise and fall on votes. 
The clerks of Israel have many more 
votes than the productive workers of 
Israel; this is a grim fact of life."

Scitex demonstrates its SatHght 


Lebanese pound 
continues to fall

It looks like nothing more than a 
big yellow suitcase, but the Scitex 
Satlight has made it possible to send 
high-quality colour photographs 
from a motel room in Palo Alto. 
California, to newspapers across the 
country’ within minutes. 

The transportable scanner was un- 
veiled yesterday at a news confer- 
ence at Jerusalem's King David 
Hotel on the occasion of the com- 
pany's annual board meeting. Its 
first large-scale use was at the 19S4 
Olympic Games in Los Angeles, 
enabling newspapers and magazines 
to print colour photographs taken 
only a few hours before their dead- 
line. 

Company president Efraim Arazi 
explained that since 1979 Scitex has 
been involved in computerized 
printing techniques.- bringing to the 
market equipment which would en- 
able printers and editors to carry out 
once painstaking tasks such as colour 
separation and page makeup within 
minutes. 


Periodicals using this equipment, 
called either Vista or Response, in- 
cludes Time, enabling the U.S. news 
magazine to have advertisements 
and early features ready a fortnight 
in advance and intersperse them 
with last-minue items, while adjust- 
ing the format for the U.S. edition 
and seven international editions. 

But it was in selling to another 
U.S. magazine. Sports Illustrated. 
that Scitex first became aware of the 
problem of transmitting colour 
photographs. The internationally 
known sports magazine wanted to be 
able to print action shots of events 
which were held around the world, 
some of them shortly before press 
time. At that time, it* was necessary 
to bring the photograph physically to 
the press. 

Transmitting a colour photograph 
normally would take some 50 million 
computer words. Arazi explained, 
but Scitex developed a system of 
scanning which compresses this pro- 
cess considerably without losing pic- 
ture quality. As he explained it. the 
eye focuses on colour in broad areas, 


while focusing on the detail in the 
finer areas. By eliminating the de- 
tails in the broad areas, it becomes 
possible to transmit a photograph 
over an ordinary telephone line in six 
minutes. Where satellite facilities 
are available, the time is reduced to 
seconds. 

' At the 1984 Olympics, a team of 
photographers from USA Today was 
able to work out of a motel room, 
using the bathroom as a darkroom 
and have pictures of sports events 
out on the streets on the East Coast 
before the evening TV news. The 
story was repeated recently with the 
U.S. Superbowl football game. 

Made to travel along as airline 
luggage, the 60 kilogram Satlight 
costs $100,000. The Vista and Re- 
sponse systems cost from $400,000 to 
$1 million, depending on their 
sophistication. Arazi said that Scitex 
now has competitors in the field in 
Germany, England and Japan. The 
Sdtex equipment costs more. t he 
said, but is more developed and the 
company is continuing to invest large 
sums to remain on top of the market. 


BEIRUT (Reuter). - The Lebanese 
pound fell sharply in light trading, 
briefly touching a record low despite 
Monday night's announcement of 
government measures to bolster the 
economy and stabilize the currency. 

Shortly after opening the pound 
plunged to 12.25 to the dollar, 
equalling last Friday's record low 
that caused dealers to stop trading 
briefly pending government action. 

But it recovered to dose at 11.70- 
11.80 after opening at 10.90-11.10, 
compared with Monday's close of 
10.60. 

Dealers disagreed about the 
causes of the renewed plunge. Some 
were surprised that measures 
announced by Prime Minister 
Rashid Kar&meh after Monday 
night's emergency cabinet meeting 
failed to stabilize the market, while 
others called the measures vague. 

Karameh pledged to maintain 
Lebanon's free, economy, to speed 
up- .efforts to censure, collection oi 
government . revenue, and also . to 
seek loans from foreign countries 
while pressing Arab countries to 
deliver previously agreed aid. 


TEL AVIV. - Bank Leumi has 
announced the extension of its cus- 
tomer services to the outdoors via 
the development of a sophisticated 
new electronic service unit. The 
Leumi Terminal will allow custom- 
ers to utilize the wide range of its 
services around the clock. 

The terminal combines three faci- 
lities presently in use at Leumi bran- 
ches to provide all services within a 
single framework. First, it makes use 
of the current automatic teller 
machine apparatus built into the 
bank's exterior wall, and thus en- 
ables the customer to receive all the 
usual ATM services, including mak- 
ing cash withdrawals, depositing 
cheques, veryfying balances and 
making timed-savings deposits. 

“Leumi Terminal” also incorpo- 
rates the all-hour depository and 
guarantees pick-up several times a 
day.. This means that the customer 
can leave written instructions via the 
depository to do anything from 
tr ansfe rring money from account to 


account to paying bills to ordering 
new cheque books. 

What makes the terminal exclu- 
sive. however, is the outside place- 
ment of an electronic primer, next to 
the ATM. This printer, which is 
operated by means of the ATM. will 
now supply all data that to date were 
available only through similar prin- 
ters located inside the bank. This 
includes current and previous 
account statements, current deposit 
standings on various short-term sav- 
ings accounts, exchange rate tables, 
and updated lists and valuations on 
securities portfolios. 

Each terminal will be able to ser- 
vice all Bank Leumi customers, re- 
gardless of the branch in which then 
accounts are located. 

The fact that over a million in- 
quiries are received each month at 
the data printers found in more than 
200 Leumi branches has shown the 
increasing demand for independent, 
automated banking service. 


Call by Sharon ; . 
delays threat 
of diamond strike +

TEL AVIV. -The diamond industry 
has called off all its sanctions de- 
signed to protest against worsening- . ' 
credit terms, pending the return of- 
Industry Minister Ariel Sharon from 
the U.S. 

Moshe Schnitzer. president of the 
Israel Diamond Exchange, who is. 
also chairman of the diamond indus- 
try coordinating committee, yester- 
day told 77rc Jerusalem Post that 
Sharon telephoned late on Monday.^ 
night, asking that the industry halt 
all steps until he returned at the end 
of this week. 

"Sharon promised me he would 
do his best for us. and this was 
sufficient for us to cancel all the steps 
we had reluctantly decided to take,? 
Schnitzer said. These steps included 
stopping all shipments abroad' of. 
diamonds this week and holding a. 
three-dav strike starting February 3. 

Although the diamond industry 
coordinating committee is to meet 
onlv tomorrow to approve cancelling 
the sanctions, Schnitzer said that 
approval is practically assured and 
we have not taken any of the 
threatened steps. . 

The coordinating committee in- 
cludes all the bodfes active in the 
industry such as the Israel Diamond 
Manufacturers Association and. 
others. 


Dan Propper on gov’t pricing policy: 

Rises should be differential 
and consider various inputs’

TEL AVTV. - “When a bottle of 
Nesher beer costs less than a bottle 
of soda water, something is wrong 
with the government's pricing poli- 
cy; nobody can expect industry to 
continue to produce at prices at 
which it continuously loses money.” 
This was stated yesterday by Dan 
Propper, joint director-general of 
Osem, and a member of the pres- 
idium of the Manufacturers Associa- 
tion. 

Propper said that during the 
takeover period from the first to the 
second package deal fair prices for 
industry must be established, so that 
the second deal will get off to-a good 
start. “Otherwise, we may witness a 
situation where industrialists, asked 
to produce goods at money-losing 
prices, will simply stop their produc- 
tion lines.” 

Propper pointed out that private 
industry cannot resort to the same 
device government does to cover its 
losses: print money. 


He was not against the average 5 
per cent rise proposed by the govern- 
ment. “But this is acceptable only on 
condition that some goods don't 
have their prices raised at all, while 
others have them raised at least 20 
percent.” 

Among the latter group he in- 
cluded all those whose basic raw 
materials have been raised in price, 
or will shortly be increased. This 
includes all imported raw materials, 
which are purchased at the regular 
exchange rate, and which constitute 
a large part of the input of manufac- 
tured goods. It also includes goods 
based on considerable quantities of 
subsidized raw materials, such as 
floor, oil and eggs, whose prices are 
being raised by 25 per cent. 

“Our guiding principle must be that 
the price of each manufactured item , 
food or otherwise, is fixed in accord- 
ance with its input, that is, the cost of 
production. This means careful 
study of the entire manufacturing 
process." 


S. Africa imposes 
money curbs in bid 
to protect rand 

CAPE TOWN (Reuter). - South.' 
Africa yesterday announced a series 
of temporary measures aimed at pro- 
tecting the country's battered cur- 
rency. the rand, and warned that 
import restrictions would be im- 
posed if the moves did not succeed. .. 

Finance Minister Barend du Pies' 
sis told Parliament that gold mines 
would no longer be paid by the- f y 
country's reserve (central) bank en- 
tirely in dollars for gold exported 
from South .Africa. 

Instead they will be paid half in 
dollars and half in South African 
rand. “It will give the reserve bank a 
bit more control over the flow of 
dollars," he explained. 

He told Reuters after the 
announcement, which included 
curbs on commercial bank credit: 

“All these measures are tempor- 
ary.” 

But the minister warned Parlia- 
ment that the government would 
impose an import deposit scheme to 
limit goods brought into the country, 
if the measures to protect the rand 
and cut South Africa’s import bill do 
not succeed. 

In Johannesburg, the rand reco- ** 
vered sharply to close at 48.95 U.S. 
cents, nearly cents higher than its 

day’s, low of 46.50 cents. It closed 
here Monday at 46.90 cents. 

The rand has suffered heavily at 
the hands of the strong dollar and 
plunged to an all-time low of 41.95 
cents less thru* two weeks ago, half 
its value compared with a year ago.

A press release attributed the 
adverse development to the com- 
pany’s decision to use a 246-seat 
Airbus A3 10 on this route, instead of 
the Airbus A300 model which has 46 
more seats.

- TEL AVIV. — Two financial consol- 
rants yesterday gave identical advice 
tb the “ordinary" investor on the 
stock market, which is now going 
through a crisis: “Don't panic. No 
matter what you decide to do. think 
it over coolly, even lake advice, and 

• then act in a rational manner in line 
with your own best interests." The 
two are Zvi Stepak of Meitav, and 

^S’nmuel Rosenblum, of Securiteam. 
^Specifically, they gave the follow- 
ing advice in regard to the “arrange- 
ment" shares. “Don't run to sell 
them. As a matter of fact, if they 
continue to fall for another day or 
two. move in and buy them. They 
are now giving a tax-free annual 
yield of about 39 per cent a year. No 
other solid investment on the market 
can compare with this yield.” 

• Index-linked bonds: stay away 
from them. Although they have fal- 
len in price lately, they are still a bit 
overpriced for their yields. Rosen- 
bhnn added that the second pwrftay 
deal would probably continue to 
bring inflation under control and the 

• linked bonds might continue to fail 
in price. If so. the long-range inves- 
tor should take another look at them. 
Stepak thought that they would have 
to fall by 5 to 10 per cent 'before they 
became “really attractive." and then 
.mostly for the “long-range investor, 
who preferred to sleep soundly at 
night.” 

. And here is what they said about 
the so-called “free” shares (every- 
thing but the “arrangement" shares 
among stocks). Both Stepak and 
Rosenblum advised “not'to sell rash- 


ly. But if you decide to sell, put a 
limit on the price at which you are 
willing to sell.” 

“It doesn’t make sense to sell 
when shares are falling in value at a 
crazy rate," Rosenblum said. .Stepak 
added that he would advise his 
clients not only to avoid selling, but 
“to wait a few days, till they hit 
bottom, and then move in to buy." 

But the same advice as that given 
in regard to selling - to think coolly 
and rationally - was offered in re- 
gard to buying. 

“Buy only on an economic basis. 
Study each company thoroughly; its 
past record and its future prospects. 
And then be prepared to wait three 
or four years to make money. If you 
want to buy and sell again in a few 
months, the market is not for you. 
Only those buyers with both finan- 
cial acumen and a lot of patience will 
come out with a tidy profit. Patience 
is just as important as finandal 
sense."

Non-member Egypt walks out of meeting 

Opec near agreement 
on price-cutting plan 


GENEVA (AP). - Opec's president 
said yesterday the group was nearing 
agreement on a price-cutting plan 
designed to stabilize the oil market 
and rebuild cartel unity. 

. After morning and afternoon ses- 
sions totalling 4 1/2 hours, the minis- 
ters called a recess and said they 
would reconvene for a rare late- 
evening session: 

Pressure on the 13-nation cartel to 
reach a solid agreement was height- 
ened when Egypt withdrew from the 
meeting as an official observer and 
said it would go its own way. Egypt is 
not an Opec member. 

The size of proposed price cuts 
was the main point of contention 
inside the closed-door meeting, In- 
donesian Oil Minister Subroto told 
reporters. 

“We made progress in the sense ■ 
that we narrowed the difference in 
views among the ministers," he said. 
He said there had been no agree- 
ment on specific price cuts. 

At the outset of the second day of 
negotiations, the campaign by Orga- 
nization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries to win cooperation from 
oil exporters outside its ranks was 
dealt a severe blow. 

Egypt's oil minister, who was in- 
vited to observe the proceedings, 
walked out and said his country did 
not plan to continue cooperating 
with Opec. When asked, he did not 
rule out a cut in his oil price. 

Because Opec was seeking to raise 
the price of its least expensive oils in 
addition to cutting- prices for the 
premium crudes, the overall effect of 
any changes was expected to be 
small, sources said. 

Saudi light oil, at S29 a barrel, is 
Opec's benchmark price. Prices for 
the cartel's other grades of oil are 
aranged above or below the Saudi 
tight price, depending , on the oil's 
quality. 

Opec's prices range from $30.50 a 
barrel for the top-quality crudes pro- 
duced mostly by the African mem- 
ber countries, to $26.50 for the 
lowest- quality crudes produced by 
Saudi Arabia and some others. 

Subroto has said Nigeria wanted 
to narrow that $4 spread to $2. while 


Saudi Arabia wanted it at $2.90 
Even if they could agree what the 
spread should be, the ministers still 
faced the task of setting new prices 
for each of the dozens of different 
grades of Opec oil. 

The cartel is under pressure to set 
new prices because some member 
countries cannot sell their allowed 
share of oil at current prices. Also. 
Nigeria upset the whole system last 
October when it unilaterally cut its 
price by $2 a barrel in reaction to 
similar cuts by non-merabers Britain 
and Norway. 

The pricing plans under discussion 
yesterday called for Nigeria to move 
its price back up by at least 65 cents a 
barrel. 

But it was unclear whether the 
plans would force a cut in the price of 
Saudi light, they said. 

None of the^crimony that marked 
Monday's meeting was evident 
yesterday, although the walkout by 
Egypt was a blow to Opec’s efforts at 
oil diplomacy. 

The cartel, realizing that oil pro- 
ducers outside its ranks had taken 
the lead in determining world oil 
prices, launched a campaign two 
years ago to win the informal sup- 
port of Egypt, Mexico and other 
important non-Opec producers. 

Last October, Opec invited Egypt 
to attend its emergency meeting as 
an official observer. The Egyptians 
accepted, and they pledged solidar- 
ity with the cartel while declining to 
seek membership. 

But yesterday, Kandil announced 
that he had grown tired of Opec's 
lengthy and often fruitless negotia- 
tions. He had attended the opening 
session Monday, but yesterday he 
left the meeting and did not return. 

“I just went in to say goodbye and 
I told them I'm leaving and please 
don't invite me anymore to the meet- 
ings','' Kandil told reporters as he 
left. He said the prolonged talks 
were driving down oil prices un- 
necessarily. 

Asked if his country would con- 
tinue to cooperate with Opec by 
restraining production and moving 
cautiously on prices, Kandil said.“I 
doubt it."

428 shares down, 226 ‘sellers only’ 


TEL AVIV. - The wave of selling 
that hit the stock market on Monday 
turned into a tidal wave yesterday. A 
full 428 shares fell in. price, and of 
these 226 were “sellers only.” Only 
eight shares rose, and only one of 
them (Electric Corporation) was up 
by 5 per cent or more. 

The entire market was in a totally 
defeatist mood and according to 
financial circles the situation will 
continue to be gloomy today. 

Although one financial consultant 
thought the market would lose much 
of its “sell momentum" today, 
another one was not so sure. He 
noted that some 140 shares have 
been “sellers only" for two consecu- 
tive days and can today fall by an 
unlimited percentage. 

Under existing regulations, when 
a share goes “sellers only" the first 
time, it drops by 5 per cent. The next 
day. if buyers can be found, it can fall 
by up to 15 per cent, but if on this 
second day. no buyers can be found . 
and the share is “sellers only” again, 
or if it continues so on the third day. 
it can fall by an unlimited amount - 
20. 30, or 40 per cent and even more. 
Theoretically it can fall by 100 per 
cent and have no value whatsoever. 

The most encouraging news 
yesterday was not that eight shares 
rose in price, but that J$1 fell by 5 
per cent or more - and found buyers. 

“This is ample evidence." one 
broker told The Jerusalem Post, 
“that there are a lot of cool-headed 
persons around who know that what 
falls today will go up again. They are

now buying with a view to the fu- 
ture." 

The mutual funds were among the 
heaviest sellers yesterday. The 
general public is not investing to any 
extent in the market, and when an 
"ordinary" small investor wants to 
invest in this field, he generally turns 
first to the mutual funds. This prom- 
ises him the best diversification and 
expert advice. 

Yesterday this general public be- 
gan selling its participation shares in 
the mutual funds. And the funds, to 
raise money, had to sell the shares 
they held. According to one reliable 
source, these funds are also selling 
their “arrangement'' shares and 
their index-linked bonds. (This only 
applies to those mutual funds which 
are mixed, i.e.. which invest in 
shares, “arrangement" shares, 
index-linked and foreign curren- 
cies). They were taking the monies 
realized from the sale of the 
“arrangement" shares and the 
index-funds and buying the “solid" 
shares which had fallen heavily in 
price. Some of these "solid" shares 
are selling for one quarter to one- 
third of the real value of the property 
and investments they hold. Thus, 
buying them is not a risk, if one has 


the patience to wait for the market to 
take a turn for the better. 

The turnover in bonds yesterday 
was IS2.884 million less than on the 
previous day. But this is due to the 
high number of “sellers only” (as 
noted. 226 shares). Had buyers been 
found for them, the turnover would 
have been enormous. For example, 
the offers (all figures are in nominal 
terms) were for Danot 1S5, 30 mil- 
lion shares: for First International, 
42m.. for FIBI, 42m.: Clal Indus- 
tries. 42m.: I.D.B. Development, 
17m. and for Discount Investment. 
29m. 

All these shares were “sellers 
only" for the second consecutive 
day . and as noted, they can fall by an 
unlimited percentage today. 

If one examines the main categor- 
ies and subcategories of shares, the 
worst licking was taken by metals 
and metal goods, down byS.55 per 
cent, followed by real estate, down 
7.16 per cent, and oil exploration, 
down 7.05 per cent. The category 
which fell the least was financial 
institutions, down by only 0.54 per 
cent. All other categories fell by 3 
per cent or more. 

Index-linked bonds lost “only" 
0.30 per cent, bur the 3 per cent fully 
linked (Galil) lost 0.77 per cent. 
Although the overall picture among 
index-linked was downward, there 
were scattered rises, sometimes by 
up to 1.5 per cent, among some of 
these bonds, especially among 80- 
per cent linked.

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After 40 years 

THE YEAR 1985 marks the 40th anniversary of the Allied 
liberation of Europe from the murderous thralldom of Nazi 
Germany. 

A great deal has changed during the past four decades. 
Hopes for a brave new world at peace with itself have been 
dashed. The once great anti-Nazi alliance has broken up. 
Friends have become enemies, and enemies friends. The 
former lands of the Axis have turned democratic, while the 
Soviet Union now leads a totalitarian empire. But the re- 
arrangement of political forces cannot blot out the memory of 
•the horrors of World War II. 

Least of all can it erase due responsibility for the most 
unspeakable crime of all - the nearly successful attempt to wipe 
the Jewish people off the face of the earth. 

Many of the Jewish victims of the Nazi genocide were gassed 
to death at Auschwitz, 2.5 out of a total of 4 million killed there. 
On Sunday, at the site of the extermination camp, located in 
Poland, its liberation by Soviet troops was celebrated, with 
survivors from Israel and the U.S. taking part. The Soviet 
Army's action was prominently recalled in Moscow, but the 
Jewish victims were ignored. 

The murder of six million Jews in Nazi camps and ghettos is 
indeed hardly ever officially acknowledged in the Soviet Union 
today, except to support the ghoulish charge of Zionist 
complicity in their deaths. 

In the West there is no counterpart to such barbaric revision 
of history, outside of the attempt, mostly by neo-Nazis, to make 
a “Zionist myth” out of the Holocaust. But there is a patent 
tendency, on the level of policy, to gloss over past Nazi 
atrocities for fear of offending today’s West German allies. The 
formal excuse is that it is far better to rejoice in the birth of 
freedom than to dredge up old hatreds. 

A deplorable example of this attitude is the U.S. president's 
derision, a few days ago. to cancel a planned visit to Dachau 
next May. when Mr. Reagan will be in Bonn for a Western 
economic summit conference. 

Mr. Reagan did not give a reason for his decision, which 
apparently was not prompted by any appeal from Bonn. The 
White House spokesman merely said, on his behalf, that the 
president “just doesn't think it's an appropriate thing to do.” 
But unofficially it was explained that Mr. Reagan was anxious 
to dispel any impression that the citizens of the Federal 
Republic were identical with the Germans of old. 

This is an astonishing and unacceptable argument. The 
'Federal Republic's democratic credentials are not in question, 
but neither is the continued responsibility of the German 
nation, in the West and in the East, for the crimes perpetrated 
in its name. Those Germans who pride themselves on being 
heirs to Goethe. Beethoven and Kant cannot simply disavow 
any connection with Hitler, Himmler and Eichmann. 

A visit to Dachau, not a major death factory but the first Nazi 
concentration camp, will not be a wholesale indictment of 
present-day West Germany. It will, however, be an affirmation 
of the refusal of freedom-loving people to forget, and forgive, a 
dreadful iniquity. Americans, and not American Jews alone, 
who will not bend their sense of morality to the imaginary 
exigencies of politics, should appeal to Mr. Reagan to reverse 
hisdecision. 

So, in fact, should all Germans who hold dear their country’s 
good name today. 

Two foreign policies 

THE PROGRAMME of the national unity government on 
foreign affairs is a study in ambivalence. It is simply the lowest 
common denominator on which the Alignment and the Likud 
were able to build a joint administration dedicated to saving the 
country' from economic disaster. 

Thus the two major parties found common ground in 
rejecting the idea of negotiations with the PLO. They also 
agreed on ruling out the establishment of “an additional 
Palestinian state in the Gaza District and in the area between 
Israel and Jordan.” And the Alignment consented to the 
setting up of five to six new settlements in the territories within 
a year of the formation of the government. 

But the government formed by the Alignment and the Likud 
most emphatically did not turn down the notion of trading some 
territory for peace with Jordan. It did not« endorse the 
proposition that withdrawal from even a part of the West Bank 
would be tantamount to Israel committing suicide. It did not 
make any claim that Israel's continued retention of the 
territories was an obstacle to war. 

And it did nor invite the Arab residents of the territories to 
resign themselves to being for ever a minority in a Jewish state. 

It did not. in other words, underwrite the foreign and security 
conceptions of the Likud, which contradict this country's 
obligations under Resolution 242 and the Camp David accords. 
Yet these are the eonceptions to which Israel's permanent 
representative to the UN. Ambassador Binyamin Netanyahu, 
committed the entire government in an interview published in 
the .Veil- York. Post on Monday. 

Whether or not Mr. Netanyahu considers himself a Likud 
spokesman, that is what in effect he is. He served in that 
capacity, ably and articulately, when he was still deputy chief of 
mission in the Washington embassy. That was the time Yitzhak 
Shamir was not only foreign minister but premier of a Likud 
government. For Mr. Netanyahu to state flatly at that time, as 
he did in an article in the Wall Street Journal, that “Israel will 
not leave Judea-Samaria." was perfectly in order. It is not in 
order today. 

That is a point Mr. Shamir should himself make clear to his 
subordinate ui the UN, but doubtless will not. because he fully 
shares the views given expression by Mr. Netanyahu. In that 
case K will be left for Shimon Peres, the prime minister and 
leader of the Alignment, to act for Mr. Shamir. 

The national unitv government is admittedly riven by pro- 
found differences on the way of settling the historic conflict 
with the Arabs. But the impression cannot be allowed to 
emerge that there are. in fact, two such governments, one 
represented on this issue by the Foreign Ministry and the other 
by the Prime Minister's Office. 
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OUR FINANCE reporter. 
Pi n has Landau, has. it 
seems. Maned a treasure- 
hunt. In his receni series of articles 
on the banking system. Landau 
claimed there w,r> no word in Heb- 
rew tor “accountability" a> distinct 
from "rexpOTisihilitv.” The dic- 
tionaries give iikimiytit for both. 
Worried by this alleged lack, which 
is one o£ substance, not just lex- 
icography. the C ommittee "I - Con- 
cerned Citizen^, a Labour- 
associated "clean politics" lobby, 
has asked it> members to suggest a 
Hebrew word. Before doing so. it 
approached the Hebrew Language 
Academy which, it says, came up 
with iuntu iltvuah. literally, obliga- 


tion to report." The CCC would like 
a “short, sharp word." 

Actually it may be a whole fuss 
about nothing. The difference be- 
tween responsibility and accounta- 
bility lies solely in the preposition 
accompanying the first word. 
Accountability is just a sexisyllabic 
word for responsible to. as distinct 
from responsible for .

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THE ISRAELI units in South Leba- 
non have been pretty successful in 
stemming the recent rise in enemy 
attacks, said the officer commanding 
the regional headquarters. On 
average, there are still over 70 
attacks a month, but some 20 to 30 of 
them are directed against the South 
Lebanese Army and other elements 
friendly to Israel, That makes for an 
average of one to two attacks a day 
against us. 

By and large, he told us. the 
attacks are perpetrated by several 
hundred Shi'ites: the Palestinians 
have lost their infrastructure. 

The closure of the Awali line, the 
strict supervision at the few open 
crossing-points, as well as naval con- 
trol of the sea lanes, has led to a 
shortage in explosive materials. Nor 
does the enemy have enough cap- 
able leaders in the South. 

The Awali line has become a bar- 
rier. but time is working against 
Israel. 

“Every additional day doesn’t 
raise our popularity here." the com- 
manding officer told us - a clear 
understatement. The Shi'ites are 
hostile, partly because they suffer 
from increased IDF security precau- 
tions. and despite Israeli claims that 
it tries to act against known indi- 
vidual attackers rather than engage 
in collective measures. 

Sometimes innocent people suf- 
fer. Recently, the IDF encircled 
several villages for searches, and 
soldiers saw people escaping. “We 
had good reason to check why they 
were running away, so they were 
detained," an officer said. Eventual- 
ly some turned out to be innocent 
and were released. 

The strict measures at the border 
crossing have also led to hard feel- 
ings as people -even grandmothers - 
reportedly had to wait for days until 
they were allowed across. 

On the other hand.- these mea- 
sures have caused the enemy to work 
harder to smuggle arms across the 
Awali. Palestinians. Shi'ite Amal. 
Lebanese Communists and other 
groups have been trying to ford the 
river’s cold waters, carrying as much 
as 40kg. of explosives on their 
backs. 

The infiltrators also carry plastic 
bags containing dry clothes, to make 
it easier to continue walking to thei r 


rendezvous with their South 
Lebanese contacts. 

This could not have happened if 
not for at least passive Druse ac- 
quiescence. The Druse control the 
area north of the Awali. but passes 
through the roadblocks are obtain- 
able. and some of the militias are 
prepared to turn a blind eye. 

“In Lebanon, everybody will do 
things for money, regardless of the 
community." ’the" commander 
observed. “Some will do more, 
others less. It’s the norm here." 

WE HAD ARRIVED late for our 
interview, because the strict regula- 
tions governing the visits of repor- 
ters to South Lebanon are even more 
strict when the army escort includes 
a woman. 

Women serve in some headquar- 
ters and camps, but they may travel 
only by air or in armoured personnel 
carriers. And we were accompanied 
by Rav Seren Ofra Preuss. the new 
IDF spokesperson in the North. She 
had a pink pass into Lebanon signed 
by the O/C Northern Command, but 
the guards at the border would not 
let her across because of the standing 
orders issued by the chief of the 
general staff. 

It took some time to sort out the 
problem, but a local commander 
eventually scribbled a note and we 
were able to proceed. But not for 
long. We were stopped time and 
again as guards demanded that Ofra 
show them her papers, including a 
document proving her identity. 

When she finally made it’to the 
front-line units she was a celebrity - 
and we were very much behind time 
for our appointment with the region- 
al commander. 

But the drive from his camp to a 
front line Golani company, near 
Sidon was an even longer one. Our 
escorts sought to avoid driving on a 
fast, wide road through the Zaharani 
estuary, because that would entail 
going through Sidon. So we took 
narrower roads through Jezzine. 

Nevertheless, it was impossible to 
avoid Sidon altogether. On the way 
down from the hills overlooking the 
city we reached a vegetable stall 
where Golani soldiers were stopping 
Israeli vehicles from proceeding 
without an enlarged escort. 

The soldiers seemed relaxed. 


probably because that section is 
Christian. But a few hundred metres 
down the road a big sign was painted 
on the wall: Danger, it said in Heb- 
rew. 

Our escort Jed us past narrow and 
sometimes pot-holed roads to the 
encampment surrounded by high 
earthen walls. 

The commander's grey-painted 
room had only asmall window, part- 
ly covered by the national flag. 
Three long tables weie covered bv 
grey blankets, and the only sign of 
comfort were two swivel chairs, 
which soldiers had apparently found 
in the area. 

In the past, all Golani units shared 
all duties, and this one. too. had 
served inside Sidon. 

Daring their current stint in Leba- 
non. one of their comrades in the 
battalion. Turai Yosef Haliva of 
Holon. was killed and four were 
wounded. They had been in the 
centre of Sidon when gunmen 
opened fire from a private car. “It 
was a traumatic experience, but you 
gradually forget." an officer com- 
mented. 

Eventually. Golani changed its 
tactics and one of the battalion's 
companies was taken off day duties 
and assigned to night operations 
only. It was, apparently, a welcome 
change. “Inside Sidon I was afraid. 
There, we were being pursued. Now 
we’re the pursuers." the officer said. 

Now the company spends night 
after night fighting the biting cold 
wind and looiting for the enemy. 

“It's very difficult to be alert and 
attentive all night long." said Segen 
Mishne Boaz. “And you don’t sleep 
well during the day. There's a lot of 
noise around." 

WHEN TWO WEEKS pass without 
any encounter, reactions become 
routine. But then Boaz's unit caught 
a squad of eight, and a week later 
encountered a second squad, killing 
three and wounding two. 

Boaz. a soft-spoken resident of 
Rehovot. would have been due for 
discharge that day, had he not signed 
up for additional service. Standing in 
the yard, with his Galil gun hanging 
across his chest, he recalled that they 
were first alerted at 1 1 .30 p.m. when 


around.” he said. 

They tensed up when they heard 
the Arabs approach the north bank 
of the river. Id the full moon and 
against the background of white 
stones it was easy to identify the 
armed men walking one behind the 
other carrying RPGs and a LAW 
missile, which looked from afar like 
pipes. 

Boaz quietly radioed headquar- 
ters. and additional Golani troops 
surrounded the area. Some crossed 
the Awali to complete the encircle- 
ment. 

The enemy squad approached the 
river and their leader advanced a few 
metres into the water, but the cur- 
rent was too strong and he withdrew. 
A second attempt also failed, but 
finally the guide found the right spot 
and five people crossed. A sixth had 
to be ordered to follow. 

They forded the river, changed 
into dry clothes in the bushes, and at 
12.45 a.m. started climbing the steep 
incline to a plateau, where Boaz and 
his men were waiting. They moved 
so quietly that the only sound was 
the snapping of one branch. 

“A FEW MOMENTS later the first 
figure appeared, and then four 
more.*’ Boaz recalled. Their com- 
mander waved his hand up and down 
to get them to bend down and reduce 
their silhouettes. Four or five hud- 
dled in a circle, talking. Boaz held 
his fire. 

Then one of the squad stepped 
forward and looked around. 


They were only l5-20m. from the 
Golani men. Boaz pulled the trigger 
and his entire force followed suit: 
instantly killing three. It was so fast 
that the* enemy did not have a chance' 
to fire their KaJachnikovs or RPGs. 
For good measure. Boaz threw 
several hand-grenades. And then an 
additional Golani company arrived. - 

The new force. Boaz and four of 
his men got up and started searching^ 
the area. That in itself required cour-\ 
age. because three gunmen were still 
at large. 

The force neared the crossing- 
point. found nothing, and retu med- 
io their positions to wait for dawn. . 

With the first sunrays. they re- 
sumed their search and found one - 
man with leg injuries - asleep. His 
gun was beside him. The second, 
who had hand injuries, was hiding in 
the bush. The third, who had crossed 
with them but did not climb the ’ 
plateau, evidently escaped. 

THE BATTALION'S deputy com- 
mander standing near us pulled a fat . 
wad of Lebanese bills from his pock- 
et. This was the money paid to some 
of the saboteurs for carrying the 
explosives, he said. The going rate is ; 
10,000 Lebanese pounds per person. • 
which is equivalent to IS645.000. 

Boaz and his men became the; 
unit's heroes, celebrating their* 
achievement over bottles of cham- 
pagne with O/C Northern Command ; 
Aluf On Orr, who had come to 
congratulate them.

PRISON REFORM ARAB- JEWISH RELATIONS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. - The reasons for the replace- 
ment of the present Prisons Service 
Commissioner. Dr. Mordehai 
Wertheimer, a professional social 
worker and educationalist, by for- 
mer Knesset Member Rafi Suissa. as 
reported on January 24, because of 
his controversial views and practices 
during his tenure, which were consi- 
dered by “veteran” prison officers as 
being “to soft on prisoners” give 
reason for concern to every fair- 
minded citizen. 

Your report gives credit to Dr. 
Wertheimer for his accomplish- 
ments in the prisons service, such as 
instituting employment for prison- 
ers, expanding facilities, building 
new prisons and enhancing social 
work therapy for prisoners, though 
these achievements were oversha- 
dowed. by headlines about prison 
breaks, attempted murders behind 
prison walls and public uncertainty 
about prison security. 

Prisons and corrective institutions 
have a low priority in Western coun- 
tries. and certainly in Israel with its 
acute economic and political prob- 
lems. 

While Theodor Herzl in his 
"Altneuland" envisioned the coun- 
try's prisons as custodial institutions 
where men would be made again of 
the “scum of mankind.” modern 
Israel’s prison system must take into 
account essential balanced security 
precautions, based on professionally 
justified treatment objectives and 
compatible with the social conscien- 
ce of Israel society. 

It is a strange ccnuddence 4 possibly 
not so strange - that only very recent- 
ly a professional social worker. Pro- 
fessor Dr. Tony Vinson, was

eminent of New South Wales to 
implement reforms recommended 
by the Royal Commission Inquiry 
into the Prisons System. After hav- 
ing fought for 30'months to carry out 
his assignment, he was pushed out: 
In a book, “Wilful Obstruction." 
just published in Sydney. Professor 
Wirnon gives an account of factors 
that frustrated his honest efforts. 
The old guard of prison officers were 
bitter in their opposition to his 
humanizing approach. Some media 
commentators carefully stirred up 
prejudice, political opportunists suc- 
cessfully aggravated public fear and 
suspicion, with the result that all 
these forces came together to make 
the government which had 
appointed him lose its nerve. 

The scenario is similar to ours. 
Urgent tasks like the completion of 
new prisons to avoid overcrowding 
ought to be carried out. though 
budget cuts may restrict any prog- 
ress. 

However - and not depending on 
financial, but rather moral and ethic 
considerations - Israel's prisons 
administration ought to be guided by 
the principles of the raison d’etre of 
the Jewish State, which include the 
acknowledgment that a prisoner is 
an incarcerated citizen who retains 
certain rights and duties: his or her 
loss of liberty should be the full 
extent of punishment inflicted by the 
state. 

Of course, this would require a 
much larger involvement in prison- 
ers* aftercare on the part of indi- 
viduals and the com muni tv.

Sir, - As an American, a member 
of the AACI, the former editor of 
the AACI northern regional news- 
letter, and a friend of Mamoun al- 
Assadi, I have been reading the 
recent letters about the Carmiel con- 
troversy with some interest. 

I edited the original article for 
Mamoun before he submitted it to 
the AACI Carmiel newsletter, Safa 
Shniya, and 1 was extremely im- 
pressed with its temperance, know- 
ing full well the grievances be and 
the people of Deir el-Asad have 
against those who control the money 
for village development projects. I 
have often strolled in the sewage 
running through the streets of that 
mountainside village and I have 
often nearly missed running down a 
village youth because of a lack of 
street lights. 

I have always been impressed with 
Mamoun ’s desire to work within the 
existing political system and his wish 
that all people in Israel should live 
together in a spirit of peace and 
cooperation . In fact, his original arti- 
cle expresses the warm feelings he 
has for the people of Carmiel - 
having taught in that city’s schools. 

Although not a politician, Ma- 
moun al-Assadi recently worked 
diligently to unseat the leftist mem- 
bers on his village council, replacing 
them with a more moderate force. 
This done, he knew the only way to 
retain power would be to begin vil- 
lage improvements.
